Necessarily, our 
space is limited, and matters of minor importance 
have, as a rule, received only cursory attention, 
or have been passed by in silence, as having no 
bearing on the subject in hand. No claim for 
originality is advanced, our object being to present 
a complete resume of the healthy condition of com- 
merce and traffic, of real estate, banking and 
finance, and the flourishing condition of the large 
manufacturing, wholesale and retail houses, profes-

publishers present to the citizens of Syracuse the 


sional and trade circles generally. 


work, which they have labored to embellish with 
interesting and valuable reading matter pertaining 
to the early history of the city, as well as portraits 
and biographies of our prominent business men, 
photogravure views of our principal streets, public 
buildings, etc. 


Syracuse, without a doubt, is the finest city of 
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its size in America. Her growth and prosperity 
have been marvelous in the past, are wonderful 
and vigorous in the present, and most promising 
for the future. The present volume deals with all 
three divisions of time—the picturesque and pros- 
perous past; the present, full of life and hope, and 
the future, filled with promise of continued growth 
and pre-eminence. The main idea in the work, 
however, is to give the reader, both at home and 
abroad, an intelligent and just idea of the city, its 
people, trade, commerce, manufactures, fine build- 
ings, the institutions which go to show the char- 
acter and caliber of the inhabitants; and, in 
general, to put on record the manner of life lived 
by Syracusans in this afternoon and approaching 
evening of the nineteenth century. It is believed 
that the facts stated in the pages following are 
fairly impartial, as the writer has been an in- 
habitant of the city but for a short time, and believes 
that his views of matters and affairs are not biased 
by any local prejudice. 

Syracuse is a cosmopolitan city. In writing of 
the elements which make it what it is, the endeavor 
has been to give the subject a metropolitan style 
of treatment. One of the main points aimed at 
has been to avoid tiring the public with anything 


approaching the ‘‘boom” style. That has become 
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monotonous; and, even if it has not, the city 
under consideration has resources so great and 
varied that she needs no romancing or word- 
juggling; and plain, straight statements are there- 
fore adhered to. Syracuse is not rich in material 
things alone, but in the culture, in the arts, and 
in the refinements which make the people happier 
and better. There are many elements at work in 
Syracuse tending to make her better year by year: 
The means of general and special education have 


been vastly increased, and are utilized with intelli- 





gence and zeal. The pleasant things of life—music, 
drama, literature, and all that ennobling list—are 
cultivated in an enlightened way, and their benefits 
are showered on all. The necessities of life—food, 
fuel, and clothing—are cheap, good and abundant. 
Manufactories, by which the greatest number gain 
their livelihood, have increased vastly—faster than 
the population within the city limits. Syracuse 
banks and moneyed institutions have never been 
on a’more solid basis. The city is well prepared 
to hold her own in every way, and to take advan- 
tage of coming opportunities, as she ever was. The 
class of buildings being erected show more wealth 
and taste than at any time, and her resources are 


undiminished. What they are, the illustrations and 


text on the following pages will explain. 








YRACUSKH, the busiest town of 100,000 inhabitants 
in the Atlantic States, is a city whose present busi- 
ness importance among the cities of the United 

States and of the world is all the more noticeable because 
of the rapid yet steady growth of the city to its present 
station of commercial prestige. Starting upon its career 
as a city with the manufacture of salt so pre-eminently 
its leading industry that ‘t‘The Salt City” was almost as 
common a term of description as the name of Syracuse 
itself, this city has now outgrown the industry which was 
the beginning of its commercial importance. The perti- 
nence of the term ‘‘Salt City” is no longer manifest, for 
chief among its industries salt does not rank, but the term 
which rather should be applied, and which is now more 
frequently used, is ‘‘ The Central City.” 


There you have it. Syracuse is the Central City of 
New York State. Here the railroads naturally center. 
Here is the natural distributing point of all Central New 
York, whether of agricultural or manufacturing products. 
Here, manufacturers appreciate, is a strategic point for 
them to locate if they are to have easy communication 
with a large area. Here for all great associations, polit- 
ical bodies and the #ike, is the most suitable point for them 
to hold their conventions, and not at Rochester and Buffalo 


in the west or at Albany and New York in the east. The 
Central City has manifest advantages over all of them. It 


is within a short distance of all of them; it is within easy 
communication of all of them. 


In the place where now stands Syracuse, the Six Nations 
had their camping-grounds two centuries ago. Here the 
Onondagas pitched their tents. Here the women worked 
the soil with their rude implements, and here the braves 
sat around their council-fire, had their war dances, and 
made ready for ravages upon their enemies. 


Here, too, in brighter contrast, came the Jesuits from 
the continent to save to Christ these untaught men of the 
forest. Here came men who cared nought for life could 
they but do their little toward bringing their unwilling 
proselytes to baptism; men who braved the terrors of the 
wilderness and the winter, of torture and of death, unyield- 
ing and uncomplaining, that it might never be said of them 
that they forgot their duty. Brave Father Le Mercier, 
Fathers Le Jeune, Le Moyne, Jean Quien, Lallemant, and 
chiefly, Isaac Jogues, who, working for years throughout 
what is now Onondaga County for his church and the 
Christian religion, is now remembered by not so much as 
a town named after him, or a street, or a hotel, or a steam- 
boat, while heathen generals and statesmen who died one 
thousand years before America was known, are made to 
serve as the title of a dozen busy hamlets, and an old Sicil- 
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ian city which never amounted to one-half what our town 
now <loes, gives to Syracuse its name. 

In 1788 Asa Danforth settled at Onondaga Valley, and 
in 1803 eight frame houses had been built there. In 1800 
there were fifty-eight inhabitants in Liverpool, most of 
them engaged in the manufacture of salt. In 1804 the 
State sold two hundred and fifty acres of land, including 
the area on which Syracuse now stands, to Abram Walton. 
In 1817 the first shovelful of earth was lifted at Rome to 
begin the Erie Canal, De Witt Clinton’s big ditch, which 
the statesman expected would grow for centuries in popu- 
larity. The work of excavation on the canal called here a 
large number of laborers who made here their permanent 
residence, although they had expected that that residence 
would be but temporary. In 1820 the first craft, the 
‘“Montezuma,” appeared on the canal. 


Among these settlers, however, he who was the first 
has not yet been mentioned—Ephraim Webster, who set- 
tled on Onondaga Creek within the limits of the city in 
the spring of 1786. He built him a home, trafficked with 
Indians, and ‘* Webster’s Landing ” 
known among traders. 
dying in 1825. 


soon came to be well 
Webster spent his whole life here, 


‘““Webster’s Landing” grew in popularity. Settlers 
came, the canal was opened, and the discovery of the valu- 
able salt deposits gave an impetus to immigration which 
promised well for the hamlet. Salina, Onondaga Hill, 
Onondaga Valley, and Syracuse were all of about equal 
importance, but to discerning minds it soon became evi- 
dent that Syracuse would outgrow its rivals, because of its 
location on the direct line of commerce. 


At this point it is of interest to note how the name 
“Syracuse” came to be attached to the hamlet. It had 
been called at various times Webster’s Landing, Bogar- 
dus’s Corners, Cossit’s Corners, and South Salina. Then 
it was Milan. Judge Forman wanted it called Corinth, 
but when application was made for this name it was found 
that it had been taken by another postoffice. Then Syra- 
cuse was suggested as a name because this place lay near 
Salina, as did the ancient Syracuse, and there being no 
objection, this name was taken. M.C. Hand was the first 
to bring to light these facts in relation to the choice of 
names. 

The first school-house was built in Syracuse in Church 


Street. A Baptist church was built in 1523, the society 
having been organized two years before that time, with a 


charter membership of thirteen persons. The original 
Syracuse House, built of brick, was erected in 1820. All 
alone Genesee Street from the Syracuse House—what is 
now the Syracuse House Block—iere stores; in 1829 all 
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were small, one-story frame buildings, occupied as gro- 
cery, tailor shop, and dwelling-houses. When the Syra- 
cuse House was built—and as rebuilt in 1824,—it was : 
large and ambitious building, although there were but 
few dwellings near. The stage coaches must all needs 
stop there on their way across the State, and it was from 
them that the proprietor calculated making money. That 
Syracuse House is an important building historically, how- 
ever obsolete it may appear to present-day people. W. 
L. Marcy, Gen. Winfield Scott, Henry Clay, and J. C. 
Fremont have spoken from its front balcony. Old as it is 
—and it has never since 1824 been completely remodeled,— 
it has never been on fire but once, and that was in 1834. 
“Tt is,” says Mr. Hand, ‘‘the nucleus, the central hub 
around which a city many miles in circumference has 
sprung into existence.” 


The history of Syracuse from those early days is not 
especially interesting. It is merely the detail of the rapid 
and steady growth of a hamlet of a few scattered houses 
into a bustling city of 100,000 people. In 1820 the pop- 
ulation of Syracuse is estimated to have been not far from 
250. In 1825 a village charter was applied for, and the 
legislature passed the act chartering the village on April 
13th, 1825. On May 3d, 1825, the first charter election to 
choose officers for the newly incorporated village was held, 
the polling-place being the school-house. Joshua Forman 
was chosen President, A. P. Granger, Herman Walbridve 
and John Rogers trustees. Village treasurer, assessors, 
and justice of the peace were also chosen. In 1830 the 
population had increased tenfold. Syracuse had become a 
village of 2,500, and among the villages of the county and 
of Central New York occupied a leading place. Its salt 
fields and its location were already beginning to tell. In 
1834 the village had grown to 3,600; both sides of Hanover 
Square were lined with four-story buildings; the Onondaga 
Savings Bank had been opened to do business, and there 
were no less than fifty-five stores, one-third of which were 
grocery stores. An Episcopal, a Baptist, and a Methodist 
church had been built. Sixteen lawyers, a goodly number 
for a village of this size, it will be observed, and eleven 
physicians were ready at all times to serve the public. 


In this year there came a fire which destroyed a num- 
ber of the stores of which the village was proud, As a 
result the fire department was greatly improved. 

In 1839 the first train of cars came into Syracuse over 
the Syracuse & Utica Railroad. The locomotive ‘Syra- 
cuse” drew the first train out of the depot on what is now 
the Auburn Road on June 4th of the same year. The 
completion of this road was a signal of rejoicing as an 
epoch in the history of the village, though how important 
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an epoch those men of 1834 could scarcely have realized. 
Little could they see how the railroad industry should 
spread until it became the most important in the country, 
and how largely the success or failure of their little town 
was dependent upon the facilities for the transportation of 
people and of goods to and from it. : 


In 1844 the agitation began for a city charter. The 
village was large enough, it has full 10,000 inhabitants, 
said the enthusiastic Syracusans, and it should remain a 
village no longer. The majority of the people, however, 
were not anxious to assume a city government, and for 
two years there was no more talk of it. In 1846 the agita- 
tion was renewed, but now came up the ever-recurring 
rivalry between Syracuse and Salina. In the event of 
asking for a city government, it was the intention to 
include the two places under one government, it even 
being proposed that Geddes be also taken in. On January 
11th, 1847, the citizens of Salina held a meeting and passed 
a resolution asserting their willingness to unite with Syra- 
cuse in applying for a city charter, on condition that they 
compose a separate ward of the city, with a separate post- 
office, salt and canal management. On February 9th a 
general meeting was held to decide upon the boundaries of 
the proposed city. There was one speaker at that meeting 
who made an especially strong impression—Harvey Bald- 
win. He spoke in part as follows: 


‘Contemplate for a moment the city of Syracuse when 
she enters upon the next century with 100,000 inhabitants. 
Immense structures of compact buildings will stretch in 
eyery direction, covering this delightful plain, and every 
hill, knoll and swell of ground will be occupied by some 
stately mansion or neat cottage. Our beautiful lake will 
present to view continuous villas ornamented with shady 
groves and hanging gardens and connected by a wide and 
splendid avenue that shall encircle the entire waters and 
furnish a delightful drive to the gay and prosperous of the 
town. Then, too, will be seen the magnificent steamers of 
the ocean and of our inland seas arriving and departing or 
lying at our extended wharves receiving and discharging 
their well-assorted cargos. On yonder hill will be seen 
the gilded dome of the massive and stately capitol. Deem 
me not extravagant. I speak of things as they are to be. 
This is not a fancy sketch, but a slight penciling, an 
imperfect, dim shadowing forth of the future.” 


The meeting adjourned after appointing a committee 
of thirteen, which reported on February 17th that ‘‘it is 
expedient that the villages of Salina and Syracuse be 
included in the boundaries of one city.” The Salina con- 
tingent objected, as usual. Another meeting was held, at 
which it was resolved ‘‘that the legislature be requested to 





enact a charter.” The bill including both villages passed, 
and was submitted to the people. Syracuse gave 1,072 
votes for it and 771 opposed, Salina 385 for and 39 against. 
Syracuse was chartered. A municipal election was held, 
at which Harvey Baldwin, the orator who saw so much in 
store for the city, was chosen mayor. Hight aldermen 
were also chosen, two for each of the four wards. So it 
was that the city of Syracuse, a city of 15,000 people, came 
into being. 


From the time of its incorporation the history of Syra- 
cuse has been merely the record of steady and healthy 
progress. In 1858 occurred the famous ‘‘ Jerry Rescue,” 
the event which, of all in our history, is probably the most 
widely known. In 1853 the boundaries of the eight wards 
were established. In 1856 came the first of the many 
really disastrous fires which it has been our misfortune to 
have. This was followed by a noteworthy business and 
financial reawakening and a radical change in the meth- 
ods of city government. In 1860 the First Ward Railroad 
was built out Lodi, Lock and Wolf Streets. At this time, 
too, the Genesee College was moved here, the city contrib- 
uting $100,000 to get it, and that college has kept pace 
with the city in its growth and become the university of 
which we are justly proud. In 1873 the Chenango Valley 
Road was built. In 1886 came the annexation of Geddes 
and Danforth, with erection of the Ninth, Tenth and Elev- 
eventh Wards. Then the new City Hall was built. The 
agitation for a fresh-water supply began, with the result 
that Skaneateles Lake was chosen. Tho State Fair was 
permanently located here. The number of wards was 
increased again and again. So the city grew and pros- 
pered, until to-day it has over 100,000 busy people within 
its corporate limits. 

The Fire Department of Syracuse, than which there is 
no more efficient in the State, has been of slow growth. 
In 1825 the village accepted a loan of $1,000 to build an 
engine-house and apparatus, and since then there has been 
every year improvement in the service. H. L. Duguid 
was the first President of the Fire Board. 


In 1827 the sum of twenty-five dollars was paid H. W. 
Dumford ‘‘for services as a police constable.” That was 
the beginning of our Police Department. In 1838 six men 
were employed as special police. In 1852 there were seven 
regular police. In 1869 the police force was organized 
practically as it is constituted to-day. The act of incor- 
poration provided for the election of a board of four police 
commissioners to have general supervision over the depart- 
ment. 


This is in brief the sketch of our city’s history. It is, 


above all, a business place. Some one has said that there 
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is no ‘‘ sweetness and light” in Syracuse, no museums, no 
libraries, no art galleries, no handsome monuments, foun- 
tains, and public works. It is unfortunately true that we 
are lax in this. Syracuse is a wide-awake business town, 
but in time it will also be a town of which the denizens 
will not be forced to say, ‘‘ We have no parks worth men- 
tioning,” ‘*Our public works are not what they should 
be.” In good time they will come. The free public baths 
will come. The good pavements will come. The good 
water supply will come. The people have the desire for 
the best in science, literature, art, and music, and having 
the love for it, the gratification is sure to come. No city 
patronizes better the highest grade concerts and the high- 
est theater, Syracuse has been heretofore too thoroughly 
absorbed in business to think of beantifying the city 
much, but that will all come. 


MANUFACTURING INTERESTS. 


The Manufacturing Industries of Syracuse are numer- 
ous and important, and constantly increasing in the amount, 
and variety of the product put upon the market, An 
account of these industries, numerous as they are, must of 
necessity be brief and embrace only the most important. 

The largest and most widely known industry is just 
without the corporate limits of the city, in a village which 
has been called into existence by the fact that the factory 
located there is the Solvay Process Company, Incorporated 
in 1881 with a capital stock of $300,000, that stock has 
been increased until it is now $2,000,000. Rowland Haz- 
ard and William B. Coggswell were its progenitors; to 
Mr. Coggswell more than to any other man is due its suc- 
The factory was established for the manufacture of 
soda ash, caustic soda, and bi-carbonate of soda by a far 
simpler method than the one which had always theretofore 
been employed. The success of the experiment exceeded 
all expectations, and the Solvay Process Company now 
employs 1,500 men and sends out an amount of soda ash 
which is simply prodigious.

The Moyer Wagon Works.—This is one of the largest 
and most successful establishments in Syracuse in this 
line. It was established in a small way in Cicero in 1875, 
but needing better facilities it removed to Syracuse in 
January, 1880, and located on the corner of Wolf and 
Park Streets. arvey A. Moyer, the sole owner, has by 
the prudent exercise of rare business ability brought his 
industry up to a foremost position, and now employs 250 
men. He manufactures a line of fine and medium buggies 
and wagons, his trade reaching to all parts of the United 








The Smith Premier Typewriter Company is operated 
by L, ©. Smith. The typewriter is one which is constantly 
increasing in fayor, and which is shipped to all English- 
speaking companies. It is a worthy competitor of the 
Remington and Hammond, and all through the East and 
west of the Mississippi is even more widely used, The 
factory is on Clinton Street, where 300 men are employed. 

G. G. Bradley opened a machine shop in Syracuse in 
1832. In 1872 he died and the Bradley Manufacturing 
Company was organized. Now that company has so 
erown that it oecupies the block bounded by Wyoming, 
Marcellus, Niagara and Fayette Streets. The company 
employs 300 men, and makes harvesters, mowers, reapers, 
road-carts and carriages. The annual product is about, 
$500,000 in value, 

Across the road from Bradley & Company on Wyo- 
ming Street is the Syracuse Chilled Plow Company, The 
company was organized in 1876. In 1878 the plant was 
extended and the stock increased. The company now 
employs 225 hands, and turns out half a million dollars’ 
worth of plows annually, <A. C. Chase is the president of 
the company. 

William A. Sweet started his manufacturing business 
in 1858. There were various firm changes, but W. A. 
Sweet was from the first the leading spirit in them, and 
their manufactures—all of them of steel—are the inven- 
tions of Mr. Sweet. In 1870 the works were destroyed by 
fire, The Sanderson Steel Company bought the plant in 
1876, but W. A. Sweet continued to operate the plant. 
The Sanderson Steel Company and Mr. Sweet began to 
work apart, the Sanderson Company operating works on 
West Fayette Street near Magnolia, where they make 
$800,000 worth of fine steel annually. W. A. Sweet con- 
tinued making steel at his works on West Street, where he 
now employs 500 men, putting forth an annual product of 
about $850,000. 

The Whitman & Barnes Company employs 275 men at 
their works on Marcellus Street, making knives, extras, 
and sections for reapers, binders, etc. There are also 
works of the company at Akron, O., Boston, Philadelphia, 
Cincinnati, Chicago, Kansas City and San Francisco. 

Syracuse Twist Drill Company.—This is a partnership 
company, the active member and manager being Thomas 
Hooker. The business was begun in a small way in 1877, 
room and power being rented for the purpose of Cobb, 
Herrick & Company. They now occupy their new brick 
structure, 32x100 feet, where they employ about fifty expe- 
rienced mechanics. Their specialty is drills for the use of 
wood-workers. 





The Phoenix Foundry Company was organized in 1881. 


The first Phoenix foundry was built in 1843, and since then 
it has grown to employ 150 men, the annual product being 
$200,000. 

The Steam Gauge and Lantern Company was organized 


in Rochester in 1881 with a capital of $250,000. In 1889 it 
was moved to Syracuse, 221 Wilkinson Street. All kinds 
of lanterns are made, and it takes 250 men to make them 
fast enough to supply the demand. 


D. M. Lefever in 1884 organized the Lefever Arms 
Company to manufacture guns under Mr. Lefever’s pat- 
ents, the inventor having carried on business in a small 
way from 1867. The company began with twenty-five 
men, and now employs over 100. The Lefever hammer- 
less guns increased in favor rapidly, until now they are 
sold all over the world. 

The Butler Manufacturing Company was incorporated 
in 1883 with a capital of $1,200, and in 1888 was increased 
to $2,400. The object of the company is to manufacture 
artistic furniture, They occupy a large and commodious 
eight-story building located on Richmond Street near 
the John Marsellus Manufacturing Company’s factory. 
The officers are: K. Butler, President and Treasurer; H. 
BK. Wanamaker, Vice-President; William Nicholson, Sec- 
retary. 


G. U. Stearns and Mrs. Avis Van Wagenen were the 
founders of the present large business of E. C. Stearns & 
Company in 1860. There was up to 1880 only a small fac- 
tory on Cedar Street. In that year it was moved to James 
and Lock Streets. In 1882 it was moved to the present 
plant on Adams Street. The firm now employs over 400 
men, manufacturing patent door hangers, locks, window 
screens, frames, hinges, vices, jack screws, lawn mowers, 
iron screws, bicycles, mallets, chisels and other useful 
articles. The firm consists of EK. C. Stearns, H. E. Maslin, 
and Avis Van Wagenen.: 


Pierce, Butler & Pierce began business as a company in 
1876 with a capital stock of $200,000. Tt now has $600,000 
stock, and makes steam-heating apparatus. 

Syracuse Malleable Iron Works.—The origin of this 
concern dates from 1882, when it was started by Hon. 
Willis R. Burns, the present proprietor. A. W. Dows- 
land is superintendent. These premises are on the north 
side of the Erie Canal at North Geddes Street. This is 
one of the greatest mettle works of the United States. 

Frazer & Jones do a business of $500,000 annually, 
dealing in saddlery hardware, leather goods and iron cast- 
ings. The firm is the outgrowth of the firm of Frazer & 
Burns, formed in 1852, and now employs 500 hands. 

The Straight Line Engine Company was incorporated 
in 1880, and has now $100,000 in capital stock. 











The Onondaga Tron Company, with a capital stock of { 


$400,000, have an output of $350,000 worth of stock annu- 
ally. The company was organized in 1869. The plant'is 
on Orchard Street, Geddes. 


O. H. Short & Company.—This firm is located at the 
corner of West Fayette, Seneca and Marcellus Streets, and 
is a successor to Short & Smith, established in 1879. The 
members are O. H. Short, F. C. Sherman, and G. 8. Leon- 
ard. They manufacture a large variety of vehicles, mak- 
ing a specialty of Naturial and their own Buck-Boards, 
the patent of which is owned and controlled by them. 
Their wagons are shipped throughout the Union, 


The Syracuse Tube and Tron Company was organized 
in 1881, and in 1883 the name was changed to the Syracuse 
Tube Company. The capital stock is now $180,000. 
About 400 men are employed. 


Syracuse is the city in which originated the manufac- 
fure of fine grades of plaster. The Adamant company 
was organized in 1887 with a capital stock of $150,000, 
Now it has over thirty branch companies manufacturing 
plaster under its patents. The Paragon company was 
organized in 1888, and the Eureka later. 

The Novelty Manufacturing Company, on Dickerson 
Street, of which Clarence G. Brown is the general man- 
ager, began work in 1872; and has grown rapidly. All 
manner of novelties are manufactured. 

The John Marsellus Manufacturing Company was 
moved here from New York in 1877. Coffins, robes, 
wrappers, and all sorts of undertakers’ supplies are manu- 
factured. The present factory on Van Rensselaer Street 
was built in 188s. 

Besides the industries mentioned should be noted the 
Alexander Tron Works, employing 100 hands, on West 
Water Street, of which W. D. Dunning is the proprietor; 
the Syracuse Malleable Iron Works, Willis B. Burns, 
proprietor; the Economy Foundry Company, on Belden 
Avenue, employing 100 men; the Duguid Saddlery Com- 
pany; the Sherwood Harness Company; the Syracuse Steel 
Foundry Company; the tobacco factories of George P. 
Hier, Justin Seubert, Michael Auer, and others; the 
Moyer Wagon Works and the Whitney Wagon Works; 
H. H. Gray’s Son, Nettleton & Company, in the manufac- 
ture of fine shoes; W. 8. Peck & Company, J. M. Mertens 
= Company, Spencer Clothing Company, Kent & Miller, 
George Freeman, N. Peters & Company, all successful 
clothing manufacturers; the Butler Manufacturing Com- 
pany; the Pease Furnace Company, the Howard Furnace 
Company and the Kelsey Furnace Company, all of which

T. J. Leact, the Cashier of the Salt Springs Bank, 
is of New England origin. His grandfather, John Leach, 
came from Connecticut and settled at Pompey as one of 
its early pioneers, and afterward removed to Cicero and 
built the first house of that place, which served the 
double purpose of dwelling and tavern, as such build- 
ings were then called. Here his son, John Leach, Jr., 
the father of T. J., carried on a mercantile business 
under the firm name of Leach & Warren, and also built 
many of the first houses of that town. 
he went West ; but the climate not agreeing with him, 
he cathe back and settled at Brewerton, where he con- 
ducted his former business for ten or twelve years, and 
in the spring of 1847 came to Syracuse and opened a 
grocery store with a man named Earl, where the west 
part of the new Yates Block now stands, and in Novem- 
ber of the same year, he was accidentally killed. 


After some years, 
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Our present subject was born at Cicero April 8th, 
1830. When eight years of age his family removed to 
Brewerton. His youth was spent assisting in his fath- 
er’s store and attending the common schools, which was 
the hmit of his educational advantages, with the excep- 
tion of one year at a Boston school. He afterward 
clerked one year for Hutchins & Williams the meager 
reward of his toil being his board. After his father’s 
death, he then being in his eighteenth year, he closed 
his father’s estate and then entered the employ of Will- 
iams & Babcock of the First Ward, where he remained 
for two years, at the end of which time he made his first 
business venture in the salt business with E. B. Judson 
and Codington B. Williams, a partnership that lasted 
He then sold out his interest, and in 1851 
He rose to 


two years. 
went into the old Bank of Salina as Clerk. 
the position of Teller, and remained there until 1859, at 
which time he left this institution and entered the Salt 
Springs Bank as Cashier, which position he has held to 
the present time. Of the fifteen Directors of this Bank 
that constituted the Board when Mr. Leach entered u pon 
his duties thirty-four years ago, only three are now liy- 
ing—Messrs. A. A. Howlett; William Brown Smith, and 
David A. Monroe. In October, 1854, Mr. Leach married 
Miss Mary L. Williams, daughter of Benjamin F. Will- 
iams, and four children were born to them, only one of 
which is now living. 

Mr. Leach is a man that has never coveted political 
distinction or offices that would interfere with the busi- 
ness he had at heart and that has occupied his attention 
so fully for the long term of years since he began to 
serve the interests of this Bank as its Cashier. Yet 
there are certain interests and principles wherein the 
office seeks the man, and as such, Mr. Leach was made 
amember of the Board of Education for several years: 
He is also President of the Associated Banks and Bank- 
ers, with R. A, Bonta as Vice-President and J. C. Chase 
as Secretary and Treasurer. He is also Secretary and 
Treasurer of the Salina Coarse Salt Company, one of the 
long-established industries of the city, that is familiar 
to almost every Syracusan, and a Director of the Salina 
and Central Square Plank-Road Company ; 
Trustees of Oakwood Cemetery, and 


one of the 
also Trustee and 
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President of the May Memorial Church in James Street, 
of which he isa member. Mr. Leach has made his own 
way in the world, and has left no unpleasant places to 
look back upon. He is a man of liberal views, that 
broaden with the years; of an even temperament and 
gentlemanly instincts; and the same courteous treat- 
ment is given rich and poor alike who come in contact 
with him in a business or social way. 





JAMES BARNES, whose portrait we give herewith, was 
born in England in July in the year 1833, and came to 
America about forty years ago. He was for thirteen 
years Receiving Teller for the Onondaga County Savings 
Bank, and for the past fifteen years has been the Secre- 
tary of the Trust and Deposit Company of Onondaga, 
which position he still holds.

Onartes Wuxsitny Snow was born at Peterboro, 
Madison County, N. Y., on the 11th day of March, 
1835, His father was Hiram Snow, who was originally 
from Vermont, and who was a farmer during most of 
his life. His mother was Alidar Ann Squier, whose 
home was near Albany on the Hudson River. Their 
children numbered twelve, of whom the subject of this 
sketch was the second. The family removed to a farm 
near Messina Springs while Charles was still an infant, 
and when he was five years old (in the year 1840), set- 
tled in Syracuse, where the father engaged in various 
kinds of business until his death, which occurred in the 
year 1854. His wife died in 1889. Charles W. Snow 
gained his education in the public schools of Syracuse, 
which he attended until he was fifteen years old, and by 
his naturally industrious habits and determination to 
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make the most of his opportunities, he laid the founda- 
tion of a good practical education, which was afterward 
improved and extended by further study and judicious 
reading. 

On the 1st of April, in 1850, he entered the drug store 
of W. B Tobey, then located in the Granger Block, as 
clerk, having determined to make that business his life 
work. He labored faithfully for his employer four 
years, and gave such satisfaction to him that the young 
man was taken into partnership in the business. Mr. 
Snow was then nineteen years old. He was endowed 
with the true business instinct and other qualifications 
that commonly command success, and had an enthusi- 
astic love for his chosen profession. It naturally fol- 
lowed that the business of the firm felt a new impetus 
from the time of Mr. Snow’s entering the partnership. 
Business methods, valuable in themselves, incessant 
attention to details, a constant study of what his market 
demanded and where to get it to the best advantage, 
were features promptly introduced by Mr. Snow into 
the operations of their trade, and with the best and 
most successful results. The partnership continued 
twelve years and down to the year 1866, when the firm 
dissolved, and Mr. Snow at once opened a store at what 
was then No. 28 East Genesee Street, where Grant & 
Dunn are now located. That store he stocked heavily 
and judiciously and began the wholesale and retail drug 
trade, which he continued there with constantly increas- 
ing volume and unvarying success for twenty-two years, 
As the end of that long period, during which he had 
purchased the block in which he was doing business and 
substantially rebuilt it, he purchased the lot on Warren 
Street adjoining the new Government Building and 
erected thereon the loftiest and one of the best fire- 
proof business blocks in Syracuse. This was finished 
and occupied by his store on the entire lower floor in 
1888. 


With this business experience of nearly forty years 
in Syracuse, Mr. Snow has consistently followed the 
upright and honorable principles that always should, 
and commonly do, govern the business conduet of all 
successful business men, depending upon sagacity, good 
judgment, and industry for his proper reward. In this 
he has not been disappointed, and at the same time has 
gained the unqualified respect and esteem of the entire 
community. Mr. Snow has devoted almost his whole 
attention to his business. Public office has never pos- 
sessed attraction for him, although he has received 
ample evidence of the confidence of his fellow-citizens.

He has been one of the Board of Directors of the First 
National Bank since 1887, and has for many years been 
conspicuous in the direction and conduct of various 
benevolent and charitable institutions. He is a member 
of the Unitarian Church and one of its Board of Trustees. 

Mr. Snow was married on the 20th of October, 1863, 
to Miss Harriet L., only danghter of Dr. Nelson C, 
Powers, who was a leading physician of Syracuse for 
more than thirty years. They have two children — 
Nelson P., born December 9th, 1868, and now in a

induce and develop basiness ; 


comfort of the people; clean, well-paved and maintained 
streets and avenues are public educators, giving daily 
object lessons to the sturdy and maybe barefooted news- 
boy as he hurries along the streets in search of his patrons 
for The Evening News, catching glimpses of color and 
artistic finish on the long line of the splendid thorough- 
fare. In this way the moral tone of the masses thrown 
together in this great cosmopolitan center is elevated 
by elminating from their daily life the unsightly and 
unhealthful conditions so often found in great cities. 
The reconstruction of her streets and avenues, and the 
introduction of granite, vitrified brick, and asphalt 
pavements has made rapid transit more efficient than it 
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otherwise could be, as it relieves the street-car tracks 
from mud and presents a clean rail. At the present 
time there are various lines of horse-cars in the city, 
leading to all parts, and the electric-car system is now 
in partial operation, and will soon be extended all over 
the city. Syracuse will then lead all of her sister cities 
in the elegance and completeness of her rapid transit 
facilities, and her citizens recognize that this has in a 
great measure been brought about by her system of 


street improvement. 


The surroundings of our city, aside from its advan- 
tages in a business point of view, is one of many attrac- 
tions. It is beautifully located, being surrounded on 
all sides by hills of slight elevation, except on the 
northwest, where it meets Onondaga Lake; but this, 
too, from any point of view, presents a series of irregu- 
lar bluffs which surround it, and in any direction which 
the eye may roam the same idea of being completely 
surrounded by hills is preserved. This is not literally 
true, for each approach to the city, except one from the 
north and one from the east, enters through a valley by 
a nearly level road. Beautiful drives abound in all di- 
rections through scenery rendered attractive by the hand 
of thrift, and beautiful under Nature’s plastic molding. 
Rich farming lands, neat and attractive homes, busy, 
thriving villages, and evidences of prosperity surround 
the city on every hand. Our city is noted for its hand- 
some private residences, and in this respect will compare 
favorably with any city in the country. A complete list 
of those worthy of special notice would trespass too much 
upon our space, while anything less would fail to do 
justice to the subject. The streets most noted for hand- 
some private residences are J ames, East and West Gen- 
esee, South Salina, West Onondaga, Hast Fayette, and 
University Avenue. These are the favorite drives, and 
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present constantly recurring evidences of cultured taste, 
refinement and wealth.

CHARLES PARSONS CLARK, 





''o raise one’s self from a cradle of poverty, by his 
own honorable and energetic efforts, to high positions 
of moral and financial trust, is a type of character-build- 
ing of which any man may justly feel proud and grat- 
ified Such a type is the subject of our sketch, Charles 
Parsons Clark, who was born at West Hampton, Hamp- 
shire County, Massachusetts, on the 26th day of Novem- 
ber, 1822. His ancestors were of the sturdy New England 
stock, his father being Luther Clark and his mother 
Sarah Parsons, both natives of Massachusetts, and were 
by occupation New England farmers ; and in this ardu- 
ous sort of toil Mr. Clark began the career that has been 
one continuous and steady march onward and upward, 
He worked summers, going to school winters, until he 
was twelve years of age, At this time he was sent to 
live with his uncle, Chester Parsons, a farmer of Skane- 
ateles, where he was to remain until he was twenty- 
one, receiving for his services his board and clothes and 





#100 at the end of his term of service. Gloomy as this 
prospect would appear to most boys, our subjet was not 
daunted by it. He worked faithfully, studied persist- 
ently, and succeeded in getting one year at the Skaneat- 
eles Academy. After he reached his majority, he still 
continued his energetic course, gradually adding to his 
savings, until in 1847 he obtained a position in the 
Auburn and Syracuse Railroad Company’s freight- 
house. Faithful to his trust, when the grand railroad 
consolidation took place in 1853, he was given control of 
the freighting department of Syracuse. He served in 
this capacity until 1889, and in that time the business 
increased twenty-fold under his management. 

He was elected Alderman of the Sixth Ward in 1859, 
1860 and 1862; and in 1869 he was elected Mayor, and 
re-elected the following term. In 1871, he was made 
Police Commissioner, and was President of the Board 
from 1871 to 1874, inclusive. He was elected Trustee of 
the Syracuse Savings Bank in 1872, and Director of the 
Bank of Syracuse at its organization; also Director of the 
Syracuse Electric Light and Power Company, Trustee of 
the Oakwood Cemetery, President of the Onondaga 
Orphan Asylum, and on January 14th, 1889, was made 
President of the Syracuse Savings Bank, one of the most 


‘responsible financial positions of the city. Mr. Clark has 


attained a conspicuous station from the lowest step of 
the ladder, and has well earned it. Noman in the city 
bears a fairer name or has a clearer record. 





THE SYRACUSE SAVINGS BANK. 


The Syracuse Savings Bank was chartered March 
30th, 1849. The Bank occupies its own building, which 
was erected by the managers in 1876. This is one of the 
architectural ornaments of the city, and it was erected 
at a cost of $367,000. It is constructed of Ohio sand- 
Stone, with brownstone trimmings. 

The officers of the Syracuse Savings Bank are Charles 
P. Clark, President ; William Brown Smith, Vice-Pres- 
ident ; Nathan F. Graves, Second Vice-President; A. F. 
Lewis, Secretary and Treasurer; Frank H. Hiscock, 
Attorney; J. A. Hood. Accountant; A. R. Baldwin 
Bookkeeper; and Charles Blust, Teller. The Trustees 
are: W. Brown Smith, Charles P. Clark, James J. Bel- 
den, A. J. Northrup, Frank Hiscock, E. D. Dickenson 
Amos L. Mason, Nathan F. Graves, Alfred A. Howlett, 
Oliver C. Potter, Nicholas Peters, Francis Hendricks, 
John Lighton, W. H. H. Gere, H. J. Mowry, Austin C. 
Chase, Richard W. Jones, and John Dunn, J r., a group 
of names representing the leading elements of the city’s 
wealth, enterprise and integrity. The career and suc- 
cess of the above sound and worthy organization is justly 
a pride to our citizens as an interest which has been 
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fruitful of the greatest good in fostering habits of thrift 
and economy among all classes. 





ALrreD F. Lewis, whose picture we give herewith, 
is of New England origin, but was born at Bridgewater, 
Oneida County, New York, on the 4th day of Septem- 
ber, 1840. He was educated at the Yates Polytechnic 
Institute, Chittenango. After his graduation he went 
into the Canastota Bank, where he remained a year, 
then came to Syracuse and filled a position in the book 
store of Wynkoop & Brother for about eighteen months ; 
and in the year 1862 he entered the Syracuse Savings 
Bank as bookkeeper. On February Ist, 1869, he was 
elected Secretary and Treasurer of this institution, which 
position he still occupies. He was married in 1866 to 
Miss Caroline E. Everson, a daughter of George Everson. 
He is one of the Counsellors, and Treasurer of the Old 
Ladies’ Home, and has been identified with many inter- 
ests of the city. Mr. Lewis is a man of pleasant personal 
attributes and pleasing address, a rapid thinker and 
speaker, whose social and business qualifications have 
won‘him many friends in the community.

Witiiam H. H. Neat was born in Sussex County- 
Delaware, May 22d, 1839. His first experience in busi, 
ness was gained in Philadelphia, Pa., from whence he 
came to Syracuse in 1863. He was for several years the 
senior member of the notion jobbing house of Neal, 
Baum & Company, which concern went out of business 
on January Ist, 1879, when Mr. Neal entered the firm of 
Sperry, Neal & Hyde. On July 1st, 1890, he and Salem 
Hyde purchased the interest of their deceased partner 
and formed the present firm of Neal & Hyde.

The ability of Syracuse wholesale merchants to com- 
pete successfully with their rivals in trade, no matter 
where located, is fully demonstrated by the immense 
jobbing business firmly established here. This result 
has been accomplished through many contributing 
causes. The progressive character of her business men, 
her splendid shipping facilities, and the rich extent of 
country which naturally seeks this city as the most con- 
venient purchasing center, have all combined to attract 
a class of trade which has added largely to the wealth 
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and influence of Syracuse and given her a most exalted 
rank among the jobbing centers of the country. A 
house which has done much to enhance the reputation 
of Syracuse as a prominent and advantageous source of 
supply is that now conducted under the firm name of 
Neal & Hyde. This house was established in 1870 by 
the late Mr. Charles Chadwick; was later known as 
Charles Chadwick & Company; subsequently the busi- 
ness of Neal, Baum & Company was added, and thus the 
firm of Sperry, Neal & Hyde was formed in 1879. This 
continued until the death of Mr. Sperry, January 11th, 
1890. Then came about the organization of the present 
firm of Neal & Hyde, the co-partners being Messrs. 
William H. H. Neal and Salem Hyde. The firm ocen- 
pies as headquarters one of the handsomest six-story 
stone and brick buildings in the city of Syracuse. [See 
photogravure of same on page 136.) This beautiful 
structure is built of brick and decorated with stone 
trimmings, located on the northwest corner of Clinton 
and Walton Streets, the whole covering an area of 63x 
120 feet. These extensive quarters are subdivided into 
different departments, each containing an ample, well- 
assorted and carefully selected stock of the various lines 
of goods handled by them. Anything like a complete 
enumeration would be impracticable here ; neither would 
it serve any useful purpose. It will be sufficient, there- 
fore, to say that it embraces a complete assortment of 
American and imported dry goods, notions, hosiery, 
white goods, gents’ furnishing goods, carpets, oil-cloths, 
dress goods and silks, linens, gloves, ete. The firm 
enjoy the most intimate relations with manufacturers 
in this country, and they are also direct importers, with 
purchasing agents in prominent foreign centers of pro- 
duction. Therefore the leading novelties of the season 
are placed before patrons of the house at the earliest 
date. The firm employ altogether about forty clerks, 
assistants and salesmen, and eleven commercial men 
travel on the road within the States of New York and 
Pennsylvania, and by this judicious contraction of terri- 
tory the trade is kept more perfectly in hand and con- 
fined to a section of country noted for wealth, stability, 
and strong resistance to unfavorable financial changes. 
To this policy the house may be said to owe a fortunate 
exemption from serious losses, and, as dealers will read- 
ily perceive, are better enabled to accord advantages and 
benefits to its patrons with which even New York houses 
cannot successfully compete. Thus the operations of 
the concern have steadily grown year by year, and the 
annual sales at the present time exceed $1,500,000 in 
value. 


It will not be necessary for us to comment at length 
personally on the gentlemen comprising the firm, as 
they are both of liberal views, that broaden with 
the years; of an even temperament and gentlemanly 
instinets, and the same courteous treatment is given 
rich and poor alike who come in contact with either of 
them in a business or social way.

desired, with extensive and elegant culture. 


Advantages are offered by both public and private in- 
stitutions, as the case requires. Too much can hardly be 
written in regard to our public school system. In extent 
and permanency it stands pre-eminent. It offers opportu- 
nity for a pupil to pass from the primary class through all 
grades up to and through the High School without any 


cost for tuition. 


This admirable organization, beginning with numerous 


Kindergarten departments, embraces every grade of 


scholarship up to the free High School. 


Like all rapidly growing cities the public school build- 
ings, though commodious, are inadequate, but every effort 


is being made to supply the need fully. 


There are many school organizations in this system 
ranging in size from one room to stately buildings of sey- 
eral stories, containing as many as twenty-four different 
apartments, with all modern improvemnts for furnishing 
light, heat and ventilation. 

The residents of Syracuse are justly proud of her public 
school system, which in point of detail will bear favorable 
comparison with those of much larger cities. Its begin- 
ning may be said to date from the establishment of a class 
by a Mr, O’Connor, in the latter part of the last century. 
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The school-house was located in a salt block, and was, by 
courtesy, designated the ‘‘ High School.” The first public 
school building was erected in 1805, in the section now 
To-day (report of 1890) there 


are twenty-eight schools in existence here, employing 302 


known as the First Ward. 
regular teachers, male and female. The number of pupils 
registered is 15,267, the average daily attendance being 
11,477. 

Besides our public schools there are numerous private 
institutions and business colleges, as well as schools at- 
tached to orphan asylums, ete. The Syracuse University 
was founded for the purpose of ‘‘ diffusing Christian learn- 
ing, literature and science in their various departments, 
and the knowledge of the learned professions.” The atten- 
dance at this institution averages 500 students. The de- 
partments are the College of Liberal Arts, College of Fine 
Arts and the Medical College. The general library of the 
University contains some 13,000 volumes. This was fur- 
ther enriched by the Von Ranke Library, which was do- 
nated to the University by Dr. and Mrs. J. N. Reid. It is 
said to be the largest and most complete library collected 
by one man, and brought to this country. It contains 50,- 
000 volumes and 70,000 pamphlets and papers. 


CHURCHES, PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS, PARKS, ETC. 


In respect to its public buildings, parks, hotels, thea- 
tres, churches, charitable Institutions, ete., the city is well

On the Ist day of November, 1836, at the little town 
of Whitefield, among the rugged New Hampshire hills, 
was born the subject of this sketch, Jonarman C. Cnasn. 
Inured to the sturdy discipline and toil of New England 
life, he early developed the self-sustaining and practical 
traits of character which have marked his whole career, 
from the barefoot boy struggling for an education at the 
common schools to the successful business man and 
financier that we find him to-day. 

At the age of seventeen, he, with little of this world’s 
goods but plenty of energy, went into the general store 
of one William Baily as a clerk at Littleton, New Hamp- 
shire, where he remained about seven years. His next 
business venture was that of mail agent on one of the 
New England railroads, with headquarters at Portland, 
Maine, where he remained five years longer, Then, 
coming to Syracuse, he entered the Mechanics’ Bank as 
Bookkeeper on October 2d, 1865, which position he held 
until 1873. Then, being elected Teller of this institution, 
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he continued in this capacity to the close of the Bank’s 
affairs, December 1st, 1879. From this date until March, 
1881, Mr. Chase was Treasurer of the Syracuse Chilled 
Plow Company, which institution is well known all over 
the State. At the last mentioned date, he resigned his 
position with this company to accept the office of Cashier 
of the State Bank of Syracuse, in which capacity he has 
remained to the present time. 

Mr. Chase is a plain, nmassuming man, whose gentle- 
manly instincts and good common sense are not unset- 
tled or biased by the positions to which he has been, or 
may be. advanced. He is a man of research and reading 
in the best sense, and one who realizes the great respon- 
sibilities of life and who does not hesitate to shed what 
sunshine and cheerfulness he can along its pathways. 





FIRST NATIONAL BANK. 


The growing commercial interests of Syracuse, and 
the important relations this city sustains as a distrib- 
uting point for her own manufactures and other trade 
products, render its banking facilities a matter of partic- 
ular interest in a work of this character. Hence, we 
offer no apology for according a space here to the First 
National Bank, which is one of the oldest and most reli- 
able institutions of the kindin thecounty. This Bank was 
the second organized under the National Banking Act of 
1863, although, owing to some informality in the papers, 
which had to be returned, it ranks as sixth on the list. 
The executive officers of the institution are: Messrs. E. 
B. Judson, President; HE. B. Judson, Jr., Vice-Pres- 
ident; George B. Leonard, Cashier ; and Edward S. Teft, 
Assistant Cashier. The Board of Directors comprises 
such well-known names as E. B. Judson, E. B. Judson, 
Jr.. E, F. Rice, Jacob Crouse, C. W. Snow, George B. 
Leonard, Dennis McCarthy, and E. F. Holden, who may 
well be numbered among the foremost business men of 
Syracuse. The President and Cashier of the Bank have 
held their present responsible positions since the incep- 
tion of the institution. The capital of the Bank is 
$250,000; surplus, $200,000, A general banking busi- 
hess in all its forms is transacted, including granting 
loans, discounting commercial paper, receiving deposits, 
and making prompt collections at all available points. 
The record of this Bank is one of which its managers 
have every reason to feel proud. It isa Bank of busi- 
ness In every sense of the word, and indulges in no spec- 
ulation or uncertain investments. 
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The subject of this sketch, Mr. Greorcr B. Lronarp, 
has been the Cashier of the First National Bank of this 
city since its organization in 1863. He commenced his 
business career when quite young as a clerk in the 
Crouse Bank, at that time one of the staple institutions 
of the city. After a year or two, he was made the Book- 
keeper in the Bank of Salina, and soon became Teller 
and afterward its Cashier. Soon after attaining his 
majority, the First National Bank was organized, and 
he was elected its Cashier which position he has filled 
continuously since, to the entire satisfaction of its 
Directors and Shareholders; and the great success of the 
Bank attests his ability as one of its financial officers. 
Mr. Leonard has been engaged somewhat in numerous 
other enterprises that have helped build up the city of 
his birth ; but his time has been mainly devoted to the 
banking business, where he has won honorable distine- 
tion among the many other able financiers of the city.

There is no more worthy claim to the ‘‘grand old 
name of gentleman,’ or to that too frequently misap- 
plied term, ‘‘aristocracy,’’ despite its literal or antique 
significance, than has the man who, cradled in poverty, 
orphaned in early childhood, thrown on his own resources 
without any of the advantages of money, education, or 
friends, that enters the battle of life while yet a child, 
honestly and bravely meeting all the struggles for exist- 
ence until years and success have crowned his efforts. 
Such, in brief, are the facts in the life history of Joun 
Puitip Hrer, the subject of our sketch. He was born 
in Germany, the town of Lungd, near the city of Darm- 
stadt, January 21st, 1829. His father, Harnest Hier, 
came to this country with his family in 1838, and died 








in 1841, after having cast his first and only vote in | 


America for William Henry Harrison. 
of age young Hier sought and obtained employment in 
a tobacco factory, aiding in the support of the family 
and himself. Only twelve years old when his father 
died, he struggled on, becoming foreman of his depart- 
ment while yet a boy; steadily advancing, until in 1860, 
with $300 of his savings, he began business for himself 
at 35 North Salina Street (old number.) In 1864 he 
moved to No. 11, where Hubbard’s drug store now 
stands. In 1866 he took into partnership Mr. B. 8. 
Aldrich, and in 1872 they bought the site where his 
large store now is, Nos. 140 to 144 North Salina, and 
erected the building, moving into it in 1873. The part- 
nership lasted until 1884, when Mr. Hier bonght his 
partner’s interest. From time to time he has added to 
his real estate holdings, until now he owns all the prop- 
erty from 138 North Salina to Church Street, and from 
Salina to Warren Street on the south side of Church, a 
large and valuable property, one of the finest in the city. 
He has in his employ an average of about two hundred 
hands, sometimes running as high as four hundred. — In 
1888 Mr. Hier built the beautiful structure on West Gen- 
esee Street known as the Hier Flats, (see photogravuer 
on page 190) arranged for forty families, and contain. 
ing about two hundred and forty rooms, exclusive of 
baths, halls, etc., and is fitted throughout with all the 
modern improvements. The original intent was to build 
five stories high, but one day during the campaign 
Mr. Hier casually remarked that should Harrison be 
elected he would add another story, and he did. This 
is one of the characteristics of the man. His word, 
once given, is kept, whether it be in a business transac- 
tion or a social chat. He is a friend of the worthy poor, 
a liberal contributor to enterprises designed for the bet- 
terment of the city’s interests, but all in a quiet way, as 
he isa man who shrinks from parading his charities or 
heralding his own praises. Finally, we can say, and 
not overreach the truth, that Mr. Hier’s life, from his 
humble origin to the successful business man and 
respected citizen as we find him to-day, at sixty-four, 
is a record of which he may justly be proud, and his 
example is one that the young men of to-day would do 
well to imitate.

The past condition of Syracuse’s real estate interests 
needs but a few explanatory lines. Through the different 
stages of village, town and city; through its fires and pan- 
ics; through the disadvantages of being handicapped by its 
numerous old settlers, sometimes termed ‘‘old fogies,” the 
city of Syracuse has not presented to the investor a very 
great attraction, and although a city of great promise, with 
natural advantages equaled by none, with its great rail- 
roads, canals, capital, ete., it lacked one great requisite to 
make a metropolis, and that was the confidence of its own 


people in its future growth. 


DOWN-TOWN PROPERTY 


was offered at prices equal to those of a country village; 
old dwelling-houses were left in the heart of its business 
centers; few store buildings were to be had by merchants 
desirous of locating within its gates, and railway terminals 
were scarce and kept many manufacturing interests from 
settling here; rapid transit was unheard of, and, as a 
result, all realty values were extremely low; capital was 
not seeking investment, nor people coming in. The natu- 
‘al increase was all that was perceptible. In fact, although 
a city, it was but a fown. Many of the older citizens will 
tell you the old stories of fabulous prices that were paid 
for down-town properties, prices that could not be had 
to-day, but they do not remember that the owners received 
enough in rents to pay for their properties over twice the 
original cost, and, like the Irishman’s shoes, that the 
longer he had them the worse they got.

been offered for less than was paid for it. It has invari- 
ably been disposed of at a figure warranted by the growth 
and prosperity of the city. Although the price of property 
has rapidly advanced, there are few who believe that it is 
at present undervalued. There has been no ‘‘boom” to 
excite wild-cat speculation on the part of the investor, but 
the demand and increase in value has emanated from legi- 
timate sources, founded on the belief that the city offers 
creat inducements both as a manufacturing and trade 
center and as a beautifully situated residential city. Con- 
siderable property in all parts of the city has changed 
hands. In the business portion many old and rickety 
buildings have been torn down and new and handsome 
business blocks and attractive flats, built in the prevailing 
architectural styles of the day, have been erected in their 
stead. On Warren Street, particularly, the imposing ten- 
story brick structure called the Snow Block excites the 
admiration of the passer-by on account of its hight and 
architectural beauty. The new Yates Hotel, at the inter- 
section of Washington, Genesee and Montgomery Streets, 
has only lately been open to the public, and now forms 


one of the attractions of that neighborhood.

On the 16th day of November, 1834, where the famed 
White Mountains sweep their shadow over the town of 
Whitefield, N. H., Ausrrn C. Crasx, the subject of our 
sketch, was born Here he grew up on his father’s 
farm, and here was developed that innate love of all 
agricultural matters and appreciation of Nature’s possi- 
bilities that have been ever present with him through 


life. 
EDUCATION. 


His education was obtained at the schools of the 
vicinity and the reading of such books as his judgment 
dictated and he was fortunate enough to procure. At 
the age of fifteen he began teaching the district school 
of his native town, a not altogether easy or pleasant 
undertaking, but a position he successfully filled for 
three terms. 





TRADE. 


When seventeen years of age, ambitious and reso- 
Iute, he went to Boston to learn the piano-makers’ 
trade, in the factory of George Hews, and at twenty- 
one had completed his trade, and came to Syracuse, 
where he began the sale and manufacture of musical 
instruments on his own account, which business he con- 
tinued for thirty years, in connection with many other 
lines of thought and work, 


CHARACTERISTICS. 


Mr. Chase is one of that class of New England men, 
now passing away, who had inherent in their nature 
that peculiar force, or faculty, which enables a man to 
stand alone in all places, under any conditions, and to 
turn his thought and hand to anything fortune or cir- 
cumstance may throw his way, confident of ultimate 
sunecess.

In politics Mr. Chase is a Republican; an active and 
untiring worker in the cleanest and best sense of the 
word ;—not for what there is in it, but for the best pnb- 
lic service. He always had a strong penchant for real 
estate manipulations and the development and improve- 
ment of property, and has given much attention to this 
line of labor. Personally, Mr. Chase is a man of genial 
attributes and kindly ways, without any taint of that 
abruptness or hauteur that is so painfully apparent with 
many men who have made a success of life. 


WORKS. 


Besides his manufacturing business of thirty years 
above mentioned, Mr. Chase has been an extensive 
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builder, having erected large blocks and very many 
dwellings, and from the ashes of the old, newer and 
better have constantly arisen, and at the present time 
he is developing one of the finest tracts in the city for 
first-class residence purposes, on University hill. He is 
also an extensive farmer, now owning the old home- 
stead, of four hundred acres, at Whitefield, N. H., and 
one of the finest farms in Onondaga County, of five 
hundred acres, upon which he is placing the finest thor- 
oughbred stock, making extensive improvements, and 
constantly experimenting, with a view to determining 
whether farming cannot be made to pay, even at the 
present time. There is probably no man in Syracuse 
that has been instrumental in securing more public 
improvements in all lines than has Mr, Chase, and in 
bringing large interests to the town. 

When in July, 1882, Mr. Chase was elected President 
of the Chilled Plow Company, that institution was in 
very straightened circumstances and its affairs were in 
an unsatisfactory condition, but under his management, 
which has continued to the present, it has been placed 
on a firm footing, is paying very satisfactory dividends, 
and largely increasing its works. 


POSITIONS OF TRUST, 


A man of Mr. Chase’s ability and integrity cannot 
be overlooked by the public. In 1875 he was elected 
Supervisor of the Sixth Ward, but almost immediately 
resigned to accept the office of Postmaster of Syracuse, 
to which he was appointed by President Grant Decem- 
ber 15th, 1875. He was also commissioned by Governor 
Robinson February 13th, 1878, as Inspector of Rifle 
Practice, with rank of Lieutenant-Colonel, on the Sixth 
Division Staff, New York State National Guard, Major- 
General Wood commanding, and again he was appointed 
Postmaster by President Hayes January 29th, 1880, 
making nearly nine years’ service as Postmaster of the 
city. He is now not only President of the Chilled Plow 
Company, but also President of the Lakeside Boulevard 
Association, Treasurer and member of the Executive 
Board of the New York State Agricultural Society, a 
member of the Executive Committee of the New York 
State Board of Trade, Chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Bureau of Labor and Charities, Trustee of 
the Onondaga Orphan Asylum, and Trustee of the Syra- 
cuse Savings Bank. 

Still, with all the finished works that Mr. Chase has 
left behind, with his present health and energy it would 
seem there were many mile-stones still that he will set. 
























CHARLES W YOUNG. 


Mr. Cuarutes W. Youna, the subject of this sketch, 
was born in Utica, N. Y., June 26th, 1860. He is the 
youngest son of the late Colonel George Young of that 
place, and this sketch would not be complete without a 
brief history of Colonel Young, which we give here. 
Colonel George Young was born April 2d, 1825, at Neu 
Wied, Germany, where he received his education and 
learned the trade of baker. He came to this country in 
1848, locating at Little Falls, N. Y. He worked there a 
few years, removing to Utica in 1854, and by his energy, 
endurance and skill made his way steadily upward. In 
1866 he, with a partner, purchased the bakery where he 
had been employed, and in 1870 he purchased his partner’s 
interest and assumed sole control. This business he con- 
tinued up to the time of his death, which occurred May 
19th, 1892, from paralysis of the heart. In the early part 
of the year 1883 Colonel Young purchased from Ramsie & 
Grieve the bakery on Noxon Street, in this city, which 
they had just begun to fit up. Colonel Young completed 
the work of fitting up the bakery, and began baking March 
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1st, 1883, and put his youngest son, Charles, the subject of 
this sketch, in charge of the business, giving it only a little 
general oversight himself and the benefit of his counsel and 
advice. Charles W. Young was at this time only twenty- 
two years of age, but was fitted for the position he was 
‘alled upon to fill by his previous careful training and 
experience. His early education was obtained in the public 
schools of his native city. From there he went to the 
Bastman Business College at Poughkeepsie, thus securing 
a practical business education which has proven of great 
value to him. On his return to Utica his father put him 
on the road selling goods and collecting accounts. He 
proved an energetic and successful salesman. Then he 
was taken into the factory to learn the manufacturing part 
of the business. Here, under thorough and experienced 
instructors, he rapidly mastered all the branches of the art 
of manafacturing the varied products of a large bakery. 
After spending sufficient time at this to thoroughly fix in 
his mind the many different processes of mixing, working 
and baking, and the construction and operation of all the 
machinery employed, he again took up the duties of a 
salesman, and with greater efficiency than before. He 
gradually extended his territory, and finally invaded the 
city of Syracuse, the trade in crackers and biscuits of all 
sorts in this city having up to that time been largely in the 
hands of local manufacturers. He soon succeeded in build- 
ing up for his father a large trade, which resulted finally 
in the purchase and establishing of the bakery on Noxon 
street. The same year that Mr. Young was placed in 
charge of the factory here, he married Miss Lulu Hadcock, 
daughter of Alexander L. Hadcock, then living in Utica, N. 
Y., and took up his residence in the brick dwelling next 
to the bakery and which has recently been torn down and 
the ground occupied by an addition to the bakery. Three 
bright and happy children now add sunshine to the home. 
In the year 1886 the firm of Young & Larrabee was formed, 
consisting of Chas. W. Young and Geo. §. Larrabee, who 
purchased and consolidated the business conducted up to 
this time by Mr. Chas. W. Young for his father, and the 
business conducted hitherto by Mx. Larrabee on Mulberry 
street; the new firm taking the Noxon street factory for 
their place of business and renting the Mulberry street 
factory for other purposes. The history of the firm from 
this tine forward is related elsewhere, Mr. Young is pos- 
sessed of and inherits to a very marked degree the many 
traits of character which made his father so successful. 
Diligent, energetic, untiring and faithful to all the inter- 
eaves nothing undone that ought 


to be done, and avoids those things that ought not to be 
done. Broad in his views, he sees at a glance and far 
ahead, things that have taken others years to grasp. He 
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is not blinded by the apparent wants and demands of the 
present but looks beyond to the far reaching demands of 
the future, and things that are dimly descried on the hori- 
zon by some, are clearly seen and provided for by him, 
This is manifest to those who have watched the progress 
of his career by the business which he and Mr. Larrabee 
have built up. For a man of his years he is also gifted 
with an unusually keen insight into and discerment of hu- 
man nature. In the manufacturing department of his 
business, (which is the part to which he devotes the greater 
share of his time,) everything moves on with almost mili- 
tary precision; nothing is guess-work with him; every- 
thing is reduced to an exact science. Hxperiments he does 
make indeed and bold ones, too, but they form no part of 
the business until they have been demonstrated a success, 
then they become at once important factors in the further 
progress of the business. Many useful inventions and 
contrivances to be found in no other factory are here to be 
found in use, the product of his ingenious and fertile 
brain. Mr. Young is still a young man and we predict for 
him a most brilliant business career.

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HENRY HH. LOOMIS. 


One of the well-known men in the business circles of 
Syracuse is Hunry H. Loomis, President of the Eastern 
suilding and Loan Association, He was born at Cicero 
April 20th, 1888, is of English origin, and traces his line 
of descent to Joseph Loomis, who was born at Braintree, 
Kssex County, England, about 1590.

In 1875, 
he was elected Superintendent of the Poor of Onondaga 
County, and re-elected three years later for another 
term. He was also President of the Onondaga County 
Agricultural Society in 1882-83-84 and ’85. Mr. Loomis 
is a practical business man, yet of an amiable dispost- 
tion, and with all his various lines of thought and busi- 
ness, is always courteous to all with whom he comes in 
contact.

JAMES W. EAGur was born in North Carolina. His 
great-grandfather was Dr. George Fager, whose ances- 
tors came to this country about the year 1630 and set- 
tled in Massachusetts.

He married a daughter of Benjamin 
Moorehouse, whose oldest daughter, Sarah Moorehouse, 
was the second female white child born in Onondaga 
County, as recorded in Clarke's History. James W. 
Eager, Sr., son of William E., moved into North Caro- 
lina, where, as above stated, the subject of this sketch 
was born in 1846. James W., Jr., was educated in pri- 
vate schools in his native State, prepared for college at 
the age of fifteen, afterward taught school one yearaand 
entered the Confederate Army in September, 186 
three months before his seventeenth birthday, served 
under Generals Whiting and Bragg until the close of 
the war in April, 1865, and in September following 
came to Syracuse, where he has since resided. Entered 
the employ of J. W. Barker & Co., Salt Manufacturers, 
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with whom he remained about five years, after which he. 
went into the Hardware business, and in 1883 organized 
his present wholesale heavy hardware business, beingasso- 
ciated with Mr. W. H. Nivenas special partner, since 1886, 
The business is located in their four-story brick build- 
ing at 225, 227:nd 229 Walton Street. The Onondaga 
Dynamo Company (James W. Eager and F. KE. Averill), 
Manufacturers of Dynamos, Motors and other Electrical 
goods, are also located at the Walton Street building, 
The property in Walton Street was purchased by Mr, 
Eager of the Phelps estate and Charles Phelps, and a 
four-story brick building was erected by him in the 
winter of 1889-90, especially adapted to his business, 
This new and well-equipped building was destroyed by 
fire in May, 1891, and immediately rebuilt larger and 
better than before, and Mr. Eager moved back into the 
new building in September, 1891, just four months toa 
day after the fire. He was appointed Fire Commissioner 
March 9th, 1893.

Henry Darwin Dipama, M.D., L. L. D., was born in 
Perryville, Madison County, N. Y., June 17th, 1823.

‘Two years 
ago he received the degree of Doctor of Laws from the 
Syracuse University. He is an officer in the First Presby- 
terian Church of Syracuse. In politics he has been a 
Republican ever since the organization of the party. 

Doctor Didama is the author of medical essays which, 
in addition to public addresses, have been published in 
medical journals at home and reviewed abroad. Over the 
signature of ‘‘Amos Cottle” he has also for many years 
written for the daily press articles of current interest and 
letters of travel in foreign lands. His skill and research 
are dedicated to his fellowmen, and he still finds his high- 
est pleasure in the profession to which his long and active 
life has assiduously been devoted. 

He is a writer of force and ability on a wide range of 
medical topics, and is a regular contributor to several lead- 
ing medical journals. Confident in his own acquirements 
and judgment, and well equipped with knowledge of his 
profession, he takes a prompt and firm stand in all ques- 
tions and cases that come before him for discussion in the 
various societies or for literary treatment, and he possesses 
the faculty of clearly and concisely explaining his ideas, 
both orally and by his pen.

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HENRY J. MOWRY, 


Henry J. Mowry, the subject of this sketch, was 
born in Philadelphia, Jefferson County, New York, Feb- 
ruary 20th, 1833, he was however brought up in Nelson, 
Madison County, attending the district school there and 
subsequently the Seminary at Cazenovia, where he fitted 
himself for a teacher, which profession he followed about 
five years, teaching during the winter, and following a 
mechanical trade during the summer months. He con- 
ducted a livery business in Cazenovia, from 1858 to 1860, 
at which time he bought a line of stages running out of 
Syracuse, operating the business himself until 1865, 
when he, in association with others bought an oil farm 
in Pennsylvania, which proved a profitable investment. 
In the same year he with others purchased the Dry Dock 
property at Fayetteville, and established himself in the 
business of General Contracting. He moved to Syracuse 
in the fall of 1868 and associated himself with a promi- 
nent firm of contractors and began bidding for large and 
important public work. This business assumed immense 
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proportions, the cares of which were upon Mr. Mowry’s | 
shoulders for twenty-five years. Among the most im- 
portant pieces of Public Work he was engaged upon | 
during these years might be mentioned, the Government | 
Work on the lower lakes and on the harbors of Buffalo, 
Black Rock, Sodus and elsewhere, various Canal Con- 
tracts, the building of the West Shore Railway and the 
construction of the Murray Canal in the Dominion of 
Canada; the latter enterprise was commenced in 1882 and 
finished in 1890 ata cost of one million, three hundred 
thousand dollars. In 1873, he established the Packing 
and Provision business in this city, now being conducted 
by Mowry & Barnes. | 

Mr. Mowry early in life became interested in Demo- 
cratic polities and soon became an important factor in 
that party in this vicinity. He has never held a salaried | 
office; his interest in public affairs arising from the stand- | 
point of good citizenship, rather than from the desire of 
receiving the emoluments of office. He has, however, been 
honored many times in the councils of his party in both 
State and National affairs. In this city, Mr. Mowry has 
occupied important places on the different Commissions 
which have done so much to raise Syracuse fron an over- 
grown village to a metropolitan city, being one of the 
first Commissioners which changed the old volunteer tire 
to the present paid and efficient department ; he was also 
one of the Commissioners appointed to construct the new 
City Hall, and is one of the Water Commissioners and 
President of that Board, who are intrusted with the ex- 
penditure of three millions of dollars in the construction 
of a system of Water Works to be supplied from Skane- 
ateles Lake. Mr. Mowry has been for many years a | 
trustee of the Syracuse Savings Bank, and is President | 
of the Commercial Bank. He isan active member of the | 
Business Mens’ Association and Chairman of its Finance | 
Committee. He has always taken a deep interest in the 
prosperity and welfare of Syracuse, and given his time. 
energies and means, freely to the success of its institu- 
tions. 








GEORGE M. Barnus, was born in Troy, N. Y, July

now being carried on at Lock, Canal and Pearl] streets. 
In 1873, Henry J. Mowry succeeded Mr. Alvord, and in 
1875, Mr. Barnes became one of the firm of H. J. Mowry 
& Co., and in 1882, the junior member of the firm of 
Mowry & Barnes, which partnership is in existence ati 
the present time. Mr. Barnes is also of the firm of Geo. 
M. Barnes & Co., a director of the Commercial Bank and 
Secretary of that successful financial institution; a trus- 
tee of the Onondaga County Savings Bank, a trustee of 
the Electric Light Company and President of the 
Syracuse Improvement Company.

Wiutuiam A. Sweet, the subject of this sketch, was 
born at, Pompey October 12th, 1830, and lived on a farm 
until eighteen years of age. He then served an appren- 
ticeship at blacksmithing until twenty-eight years of age; 
then came to Syracuse October Ist, 1858, and established 
Sweet Brothers & Company, consisting of A. A. Sweet, 
John E. Sweet, W. A. Sweet, and Charles C. Bates. 
Established Sweet Brothers & Company, consisting of A. 
A. Sweet, W. A. Sweet, and W.. B. Coggswell, in Septem- 
ber, 1860. W. B. Coggswell sold his interest to George 
Barnes in 1861. Established Sweet, Barnes & Company 
corporation in 1864, and sold his interest in Sweet, Barnes 
& Company March 14th, 1868, and then started in business 
as William A. Sweet; afterward took a partner, viz.: 
George W. Hardwood, September, 1868, known as W. A. 
Sweet & Company. Formed the corporation of Sweet’s 


Manufacturing Company in 1872. Built what is known 











as Sanderson Brothers’ Steel Works inthe fall of 1872; 
sold out to Sanderson Brothers’ Steel Company in 1876, 
retaining an interest and continuing as general manager 
until 1883, when he sold out, and since that time has 
devoted his energies to the building up of Sweet’s Manu- 
facturing Company’s business, of which he is now sole 
owner. 

Ex-Mayor Cowie, at a public meeting in 1892, asserted 
that ‘‘ William A. Sweet ought to be kicked out of the 
city!” butit would seem as though he (William A. Sweet) 
has not yet got ready to depart, as he is now engaged in 
building an extensive addition to his works, which will 
make it the most complete of its kind in the world. 


During the past ten years the questions of water works 
and sewerage have been given more attention by the 
authorities of cities and villages than ever before, and the 
action of the State Board of Health in sanitary matters 
has done much to encourage the construction of systems of 
sewerage by municipal authorities in this State. While 
there are several firms of engineers in this city who stand 
high in the profession, their labors have been directed 
principally to city surveying—laying out and mapping of 
city and suburban property. Major Randall is the only 
Civil Engineer in the city who makes a specialty of Water 
Works and Sewerage, and the central location of our city 
has enabled him to secure many clients from different 
parts of the State. Among other works which he planned, 
and whose construction he is now superintending; are the 
East Syracuse water works (cost $65,000) and the Camden, 
Oneida County, sewerage system (cost $30,000.) He occu- 
pies pleasant and commodious offices at Nos. 39 and 40 
Nottingham Building, on Washington Street, just east of 
the Vanderbilt. 








Masor WALTER F. RANDALL, the subject of this sketch, 
was born at Chicago, Il]., December 30th, 1852, and is now 
one of the most prominent Civil Engineers of Central New 
York.

BURNS, 








One of the prominent men of Syracuse to-day is 
Witits B. Burns, whose portrait we give herewith. 
Although yet a young man, his career thus far has been 
a signal success. His father, Peter Burns, was born in 
Dublin, Ireland, and came to this country with his par- 
ents when but four years of age. The family being in 
straightened circumstances, he was bound out to serve 
an apprenticeship on a farm. After having received 
this vigorous tuition and completed his term of services, 
he tried his fortune in the extreme West for some time. 
Returning to this State over fifty years ago, he settled 
in Syracuse, then a mere hamlet, and has been identified 
with its growth and prosperity ever since, having built 
several large and ornamental buildings, among them 
being the Hotel Burns, on the corner of Clinton and 
Fayette Streets; the Burns Block, on Warren Street, 
and many others. He has been an active worker in the 
‘ailroad and manufacturing interests of the town ; and

at seventy nine is one of its most respected citizens, 
whose career is too well’known to need further comment. 


The son, Willis B., was born in Syracuse on the 28th 
day of May, 1851, and was educated in the public schools 
here, afterward completing a course at the Mount Pleas- 
ant Military Academy, from which he graduated in 1878. 
He then entered the employ of Frazer & Burns, of which 
firm his father was partner, serving for three years in 
the factory. Then going into the office, he remained for 
two years more, after which he handled the company’s 
business on the road until the retirement of his father 
from the firm. He then bought the father’s interest, 
and successfully managed the business for five years 
longer, at which time he sold out to the Frazer & Jones 
stock company. Thus it is seen that while Mr. Burns 
was not of necessity obliged to toil in a factory, still he, 
as few boys in his circumstances would, thus familiar- 
ized himself with every feature and detail of the manu- 
facturing business, in order that he might be prepared 
for the fulfilment of a long-cherished scheme, which was 
the founding of the large manufacturing business known 
as the Syracuse Malleable Iron Works, situated on North 
(reddes Street. This he founded in 1882 and is the pro- 
prietor and sole owner of. 


He has in his employ some three hundred hands, and 
the business is continually increasing. This is a line 
peculiar to itself, and the products of these Works are 
sold all over the United States, from Maine to California. 
Mr. Burns has been a life-long Republican, and has 
always been as active in the political as in the manufac- 
turing interests of his town. He was elected Alderman 
of the Sixth Ward in 1881 and 1882, and in 1887 he was 
elected Mayor of Syracuse over his Democratic opponent, 
Thomas Ryan, by a large majority. During Mr. Burns's 
government, some important suburbs — Danforth and 
Geddes among them — were taken into the city, he, with 
others, being firm in the belief that sections having the 
benefits and protection of the city should be taxed for 
such benefits received. Burnet Park was also accepted 
by the city at this time; and during his administration 
the struggle for Skaneateles Lake water began. From 
the start, the Mayor championed the cause of the city 
in its struggle for wholesome water, and was untiring in 
his efforts through all the preliminary matters attendant 
upon obtaining it, contesting the ground at every inch 
until the matter reached the tribunal of the State author- 
ities. Here, too, Mr. Burns, having been sent to the 
Legislature in 1889, worked with the same zeal, and, 
with others, was instrumental in passing the bill grant- 
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ing the city the right to the water of Skaneateles Lake, 
He was also a member of the Committee of Ways and 
Means and on the Committee on Taxes and Assessments, 
and he has filled all the positions of public trust he has 
held, to the satisfaction of his constituents. He is a 
lover of fine horses, and his stables always contain some 
of the finest specimen of equine beauty. In closing this 
sketch, we would say that Mr. Burns has made a sue- 
cess of his undertakings. He is also a Director of the 
Merchants’ National Bank, and is one of the progressive 
men of the town, and fully abreast of the times. 


THE SYRACUSE MALLEABLE TRON WORKS, 


Willis B. Burns, Proprietor, North Geddes Street, 
which was established in 1882, has built up a trade and 
reputation widespread and of large proportions. The 
plant comprises an area of five acres, upon which have 
been erected a brick foundry 120x200 feet, and a two- 
story brick pattern- and machine-shop 65x240 feet in 
dimensions. in which is also located the annealing- and 
tumbling-rooms. In connection with the plant, there is 
a fire-proof pattern-vault, 36x68 feet in size, for the pro- 
tection of patterns against fire, and any patterns placed 
with the firm are insured against loss by fire. The office 
building is a handsome two-story structure of red pressed 
brick and stone, and presents a very imposing appeat- 
ance. The appliances and machinery are the best obtain- 
able, including a 100-horse-power boiler, 75-horse-power 
Steam engine, two melting furnaces, annealing ovens, 
ete., and where about two hundred skilled mechaines 
are given employment. Malleable castings of every 
description are here made to order only, specialties 
being made, however, of reaper and mower castings, 
railroad work and carriage iron. The works are located 
on the Erie Canal, with a switch from the New York 
Central Railroad entering the premises, which afford 
ample facilities for the receipt and shipment of goods, 
the trade extending all over the Union. The proprietor 
of these works is Mr. Willis B. Burns, who is assisted i0 
their management by Messrs. A. W. Dowsland, Super 
intendent, and P. J. Myers, Assistant Superintendent.

Kpwin R. PLump, the subject of this sketch, is of 
New England origin, and was born at Richfield Springs, 
Otsego County, N. Y., December 13th, 1826. He was 
educated in the common schools, finishing his course in 
the select schools of the vicinity. In 1846, he came to 
Onondaga County, settling at Liverpool, where he 
remained four years. In 1850, he moved to Syracuse ; 
and in October, 1856, he entered the Merchants’ Bank 
as Bookkeeper, and on June 20th, 1864, he was elected 
Cashier, which position he has continuously filled to the 
present time.

NatraAN Fircn Graves, President of the New York State Banking | 


Company, of Syracuse, was born in Oneida County, N. Y., February 
17th, 1813. The Graves family of this country and England are 
descendants from a physician who was brought over from Normandy by 
William the Conqueror as his attendant at the time of the conquest. 
Many of the descendants, following the ancient practice of transmitting 
the father’s occupation or profession to his son, became physicians, and 
during the early reigns were often court physicians. The principal seat 
of the family was Mickleton County, Gloucester. One of the members 
was elevated to the peerage under the title of Baron Graves; and if he 
had lived in our own day and land, he could apparently haye had no 
higher regard for the bird that figures on our national escutcheon, for 
his coat-of-arms displayed an eagle ducally crowned, with a cross con- 
sisting of an eagle and circled around the body and below the wings by 
a ducal cornet, and for supporters, two eagles with wings expanded and 
inverted, Among the more recent of those bearing the name who haye 
risen to eminence in England are John Graves, a divine and antiquary, 
who died in 1729; Richard Graves, a poet and novelist, born in 1715, who 
died in 1804; Admiral Graves, who commanded the British fleet in Bos- 
ton Harbor at the commencement of the Revolutionary War; Richard 
Graves, Dean of Ardagh, Ireland, who died in 1829, Charles Graves, 
Bishop of Limerick, who died in 1866; Robert Graves, a line-engrayer, 
born in 1798, who died in 1873, and whose father, of the same name, was 
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a noted connoisseur of rare prints; and Samuel Robert Graves, a 
The emigrants to this country were Ros- 
well Graves, Benjamin Graves and Sterling Graves. Benjamin settled 
in the town of Lyme, New London County, Conn. The family took an 
active part in the Revolutionary struggle. At the battle of Bunker Hill, 
Admiral Graves, the British Naval Commander, trained his guns on the 
American works, while a brother of his, an American officer, was assist- 
ing in repelling an assault on the troops. Benjamin Graves, the great- 
grandfather of the subject of this sketch, was one of the defenders of 
Fort Griswold, in New London Harbor, and was slain at the atrocious 
massacre by the British on taking the fort. The next day Eligah Graves, 
son of Benjamin and grand-father of our subject, enlisted for the re- 
mainder of the war. He was in several battles and often acted as the aid 
of General Washington. His son Benjamin, born at Lyme, married 
Molly Stark, also of Lyme, named after the wife of General Stark by the 
General himself, the hero of Bennington, a name rendered imperishable 
by Stark’s battle cry, ‘Now, my boys, we must beat them or Molly 
Stark is a widow to-night.” These were the parents of Nathan F. Graves, 
whose father became a prosperous farmer of Oneida County, and gave to 
his children after their common school education as thorough a training 
as the academies of the county afforded. Benjamin was in the War of 
1812; Nathan was an apt and forward scholar and at the age of sixteen 
years was competent to teach others. Desirous of further knowledge, he 
passed several years alternating between teaching and study. Choosing 
the law for a profession, he studied for a year in the office of J. Whipple 
Jenkins at Vernon, in Oneida County, and for two years with Hon. 
Joshua A. Spencer at Utica. Was admitted to the bar in 1840, he 
formed a co-partnership with Timothy Jenkins, an established lawyer of 
Oneida Castle, a village in the Township of Vernon near the old council 
grounds of the Oneida Indians. Here he made a favorable commence- 
ment of his legal career and soon considered himself sufficiently estab- 
lished to contract marriage, His first wife was Helen P. Breese, daughter 
of S$. Sidney Breese, Esq., a native of Shrewsbury, N. J., who studied 
law with the celebrated Elias Bondinet, and settled and practiced law in 
Cazenovia, Madison County, and was the first Clerk of the county, re- 
moving afterwards to Sconondoa, Oneida County. He wasa member of 
the New York Assembly and filled other important and influential 
positions. His father, Samuel Breese, who settled at Shrewsbury, was 
the son of Sidney Breese, an officer of the English Navy. Mr. Graves 
and Miss Breese were married June tst, 1842. She died in 1844, and the 
same year he removed to New York and opened an office 
which then had a distinctive character 
in the city.

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During all these changes Mr. Graves has continued to guard its fortunes, 
and it has maintained its character as a safe, prosperous and well- 
managed institution. After so long and arduous business course he 
needed relaxation for his health, and in 1872 visited with his wife the 
Pacific coast and made a tour around the world, contributing valuable 
letters to the New York Observer, the Syracuse Courier and the Northern 
Christian Advocate. From his correspondence it appears that he 
journed more than twenty thousand miles with very little discomfort, 
without missing a connection or encountering a serious obstacle, He 
visited the beautiful temples of Japan and China, and saw the principal 
idols; the inland seas of Japan, with their many islands and teaming 
population; the stately mansions on the bund at Shanghai; the white 
walls and arched windows of Hong-Kong; the busy mart of Singapore; 
Ceylon and its groves of palms; the mighty Ganges, and thousands 
vainly trying to wash away the sins of their souls in its sacred waters; 
the holy city of Benares; the government train of one hundred ele- 
phants, and the fortress of Lucknow; the peerless Taj of Agra; the 
mosques, palaces, and ruins of Delhi; the great caves of India; the Red 
Sea and the Nile, canals, and groves of palms. He visited, also, the 
most important missionary stations in the countries through which he 
passed, and bore testimony to their laborious and useful services, and the 
respect in which they were held for their character and learning. Goy- 
ernment officials often spoke of the good they were accomplishing, and 
the many places he noted that they were selected for important trusts 
by different governments. On returning from his trayels, Mr. Graves 
was, in 1874, elected Mayor of Syracuse. He has always been a publie- 
spirited citizen, and taken an especial interest in educational improve- 
ment, having acted for several years as School Commissioner and Presi- 
dent of the Board of Education. He is an intelligent writer, and has 
one of the best private libraries in the State, comprising more than ten 
thousand volumes collected by himself, and embracing “Audubon's 
Birds,” and many other rare and costly works. He has every diplo- 
matic publication issued since the government was founded, His 
library is visited by scholars from distant points, who avail themselves 
of its treasures. He sustains a lectureship on Missions at the semi- 
nary at New Brunswick, courses haying been delivered by Rey. John 
Hall, D.D., Rey. Arthur T. Pierson, D.D., and A. J. Gordon, D.D. Mr, 
Graves is also a liberal patron of the Fine Arts. Although now far 
past the years said to be allotted to man, Mr, Graves continues to act as 
President of the New York State Banking Company, having been con- 
tinuously president of a bank longer than any other person in the city;

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THOMAS RYAN. 


Tuomas RyANn, President of the Syracuse News Pub- 
lishing Company, was born in Tipperary County, Ireland, 
May 12th, 1844. In 1848 he came to this country with 
his parents and located in Syracuse. He received his 
education in the public schools of this city, and at an 
early age entered the salt mill of J. P. Haskins as a salt 
packer. Boys at that time made from two to three dol- 
lars a day packing salt. In 1859 Mr. Ryan entered the 
employ of Gordis Mason for the purpose of learning the 
cooper trade. He afterward entered the employ of Fred- 
erick Morrell, also a cooper, remaining in that occupation 
until the war broke out. 

In the summer of 1864 Mr. Ryan enlisted in Company 
A., 86th New York Volunteers. He took part in several 
Important battles, including the terrible engagement at 
Hatch’s Run, February 7th, 1865. He served until the 
end of the war, when he returned to Syracuse and 
engaged in the liquor business, opening a restaurant at 
the corner of North Salina and Lock Streets He was 
in business there twenty years. ; 

He was Alderman from the Fourth Ward in 1875 and 
1876. In 1878 he ran for Member of Assembly, but was 








‘beaten by 500 majority, his opponent being ex-Lieuten- 


ant-Governor Thomas G. Alvord. In 1881 he ran for the 
same office, Mr. Alvord again being his opponent. He 
was again beaten, the majority this time being but 44, 
In 1883 he was elected Mayor of Syracuse by a majority 
of 86. His opponent was Martin A. Knapp. In 1884 he 
was re-elected in a three-cornered fight. His majority 
over Burns (Rep ) was 3,500, and over Peck (on the Cit- 
zens’ ticket) 3,000. In 1885 he was elected for a third 
time over Colonel A. C. Chase. His majority over Chase 
was 120. He ran again in 1886, but was defeated by 
Willis B. Burns by a majority of 1,912. Mr. Ryan has 
been a prosperous man of business. In 18“4 he estab- 
lished a brewery at the corner of Butternut and McBride 
Streets, which he still runs. Mr. Ryan is Vice-President 
of and largest stockholder in the Crystal Spring Brew- 
ing Company, which was organized in 1887,

Mason GC. Hurcuins, Vice-President of the Syracuse 
News Publishing Company and Managing Editor of the 
Syracuse Evening News, was born in the city of Albany. 
He received his early education in a private school, after 
which he entered the Albany Academy, from which he 
was graduated with honors. Immediately after leaving 
school, he entered the office of ‘*The Publie Service of 
the State of New York,”’ remaining there until his fath- 
er’s death, when he went into the wholesale grocery 


business with Albert Wing, Sons & Company. During 
his school life, and afterward, he evinced a liking for 
newspaper work; and becoming restless in business 
pursuits, he sought permanent employment, and was 
engaged upon the reportorial staff of the Albany Press 
and Knickerbocker. He was soon assigned to the impor- 
tant work of reporting the legislative proceedings for 
his paper, and in this capacity attracted the attention of 
papers printed outside of Albany, and was engaged by 
many of them to look after their interests at the State 
capitol.

His maternal grandmother was reared on the old farm of 
General Putnam, the famous cave, and other associations 
of which, are now a part of history. Mr. McFarran is a 
Republican in politics, although averse to holding political 
offices himself. The family is of the Protestant faith and 
Methodist persuasion. Our subject is a member of the 
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Syracuse City Lodge, Knights of Pythias; is an Odd Fel- 
low, and also a member of the Order of United Friends. 
He has a general law business, although his specialty is 
corporation practice. Mr. McFarran comes of a long-lived 
family; and with his energy, application, and the finished 
preparation he has had, it would seem his success is assured 
in his chosen profession. 


THE JUDGES. 


Although it is true that the Judges in this city have 
never been credited with the possession of all the wisdom 
of Solomon, it would be difficult to cast the breath of sus- 
picion on the integrity of any occupant of the bench. 
There have been neither impeachments nor occasion for 
them, a circumstance which sister cities are no doubt in a 
position to appreciate—a fact of inestimable value in times 
when the universal disposition is to encourage, if not to 
reward, intelligence at the expense of integrity. 


LAW AND LAWYERS 


The Bar of Onondaga County is one of its strongest 
and most representative institutions. The Bar is made up 
of representative legal luminaries, many of whom have 
national reputations. Years ago, there was a more or less 
prevalent opinion that lawyers were a somewhat useless 
incumbrance in the social economy. Few persons, how- 
ever, stop to think of the fact that no social state could 
exist without law. Law is in fact the very basis of social 
state. Law is fundamental: it always existed, and 
always must exist; and in presenting to the public the 
card announcements of many of the le: ading attorneys of 
Syracuse, good taste forbids any special mention of any 
one or more of them, which would be as well a violation 
of the ethics of the profession. This coma, however, does 
not relieve us from the obligation of good manners, which 
would be disregarded if the oceasion should be: allowed to 
pass without some tribute to the profession which is so 
liberally represented herein. The foregoing sketch of the 
elements of law, of lawyers and expounders of the law, is 
addressed to the public af large, as giving, so far as it 
goes, a not overdrawn estimate of the importance of the 
lezal.profession and its influence upon civil society. Tt is 
not.going beyond the prescribed limits to say that tl 
lawyers of to-day take rank with those of the day that has 
passed into history, with the added advantage of the 
greater light that shines with each day’s advance. The 
coming generation is warned to strive for a good standard 
of forensic attainment, for no other will be toler rated, as a 
sequence of what has already been accomplished. But, ag 
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has been said, Syracuse lawyers are not all eminent, or not 
all public-spirited, although the tone of the leaders must 
necessarily be reflected on the entire body. 





WituiaAM Emmer Ayres, the subject of our sketch, was 
born in Elmira, Chemung County, N. Y., January 1st, 
1855. After finishing an academic education, he became 
interested in business with his father in Elmira. Subse- 
quently coming to Syracuse, he began the study of law in 
the office of Chamberlain & Knapp; was admitted to the 
Bar while acting as their managing clerk.

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ABEL CARTER BENEDICT, M, D. 





One of the long and well-known Physicians and Sur- 
geons of Syracuse is Dr. A C. BrenEpior. He was born 
at Danbury, Conn., November 17th, 1836, and was edu- 
cated at the public and private schools of the vicinity. 
When eighteen years of age, he removed with his family 
to Cornwall, Litchfield County, Conn., where he taught 
two years, and in 1857 he began the study of medicine 
in the office of the late M. D. Benedict at Skaneateles, 
N. Y., and in 1858 entered the Department of Medicine 
of Yale College, from which he graduated in 1860. 
Then, settling at Dover, N. Y., he practiced one year 
before the war. At the outbreak of the Rebellion, 
the Doctor entered the service as Assistant Surgeon 
of the First New York Infantry Volunteers. _ In 
March, °63, he was made Assistant Surgeon, United 
States Volunteers, and September, °63, was appointed 
by President Lincoln Surgeon of United States Volun- 
teers, and in ’65 he received a brevet appointment of 
Lieutenant-Colonel. The Doctor served through the 
entire war, and at its close, the fall of ’65, retired from 
the service and went to Bethel, Conn., where he prac- 
ticed two years; then removed to Waverly, Il., where 










he remained seven years longer. and in 1875 came to 
Syracuse, where he has since resided. 

Doctor Benedict was married in March, °62, to Miss 
Hannah W., daughter of Reuben and Catherine Tomp- 
kins of Dover, N. Y., who died in October, 1876, and in 
the fall of 1877 he married Miss Lizzie M. Parmelee, 
youngest daughter of the late Capt. Hezekiah Parmelee 
of New Haven, Conn. The Doctor has five children 
living—three sons and two danghters. 

Doctor Benedict is a member of the county and city 
medical associations, and is a man of kindly and genial 
ways, and a skilled practitioner. 





THE MEDICAL PROFESSION. 


The Medical Profession of the City of Syracuse is 
healthy, active and energetic, and is thoronghly in 
accordance with the spirit of the times; the physicians 
who swell its ranks are competent, well-educated, prac- 
tical, scientific and classical men. 

The College of Medicine, Syracuse University, con- 
sists of sixteen professors, five lecturers, and four 
instructors. It was organized in 1872, and with its 
twenty-one years of experience has proven that the 
‘*step-by-step’’ system of this college is incomparably 
the best for the student. As a matter of merit and rep- 
utation, it ranks second to none in the State, preferring 
quality instead of quantity in its candidates for the 
degree of M. D 

The Onondaga County Medical Society was organized 
in 1806, holds its meetings quarterly, is always well 
attended, scientific discussions prevailing; it com- 
prises the best medical and surgical talent this side of 
the metropolis. 

The Syracuse Medical Association holds its meetings 
bi-monthly, and has for its members the best physicians 
and surgeons of Syracuse. Many cases of interest and 
many subjects of importance to public health are dis- 
cussed at its sessions, resulting in a wonderful develop- 
ment of medical and surgical knowledge. New fields 
are constantly presenting themselves for research and 
investigation. The horizon is ever widening. 

It is already apparent that in the near future we will 
be expected not only to cure, but to prevent, disease. 
This exacting age has the effrontery to demand that we 
must. if need be, so far reconstruct the human race that 
disease shall be well-nigh impossible! Descartes said : 
‘If it be possible to perfect the race, it is in medicine that 
we must seek the means.”’ If we must meet the exorb- 
itant demands which are ever pressing upon us, what 
gigantic labor, but what a magnificent destiny is ours! 
Absolute perfection of the human race may never be 
realized. But we may well believe that whatever pro- 
gress is made toward it will be worked out through the 
medical profession.

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WILLIAM B. COGSWELL. 


WiLiiAM B. CoGswE tt, the distinguished Engineer and 
General Manager of the Solvay Process Company and the 
Tully Pipe Line Company of Syracuse, was born in Os- 
wego, N. Y., September 22, 1834. His father was David 

Jogswell, who died in 1877. During the three years when 
William B. was from seven to ten years of age, he attended 
the Hamilton, Oneida county academy. He afterwards 
attended a school of some note, kept by Joseph Allen in 
Syracuse, and also a school kept by Prof. Orrin Root in 
Seneca Falls, N. Y. During the two years, 1848-9, Mr. 
Cogswell worked with an engineering party on the survey 
of the Syracuse & Oswego railroad and the Syracuse & 
Utica road. His natural tastes impelled him. strongly 
toward engineering as a profession, and it is not, therefore, 
surprising that when his surveying experience ended, he 
should enter the Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute at Troy, 
N. Y., which he did on the 1st of May, 1850, in the class of 
1852. He remained with that excellent institution three 
years and left it with credit, but owing to an extention of 
the course no class was graduated that year. In the year 
1884 the degree of C. E. was conferred on him by this 
Institute. 








Soon after leaving the school Mr. Cogswell began an 
apprenticeship in the Lawrence Machine Shop, under the 
superintendence of John ©. Hoadley. He came out of that 
apprenticeship three years later with a theoretical and 
practical education in engineering, mechanics and physics, 
with their allied branches, not often secured in so short a 
time byso young a man. He hadstudied and worked with 
an ardent devotion born of a strong love for his chosen pro- 
fession, and the result was what always follows such efforts 
when put forth under native ability under such circum- 
stances. 

Returning to Syracuse in 1856, he was selected by 
George Barnes of the same city to accompany him to the 
State of Ohio to take charge of the machinery of the Ma- 
rietta & Cincinnati railroad at Chillicothe, of which road 
Mr. Barnes had been made Superintendent. He remained 
in that position only three years, when the road became 
crippled in the financial panic of 1857. The year 1859, Mr. 
Cogswell spent as Superintendent of the Broadway Foun- 
dry in St. Louis, Mo., and in 1860 returned to Syracuse, 
and in conjunction with William A. and A. Avery Sweet, 
started tlhe works which were the inception of the present 
Whitman, Barnes Manufacturing Company. Here the 
breaking out of the civil war found him, and in 1861 he 
was appointed the Civil Engineer in the United States 
navy. In this position he performed an enormous amount 
of labor in fitting up separate repair shops for five stations 
on the Atlantic seaboard and lived at one of them erected 
on shipboard at Port Royal, $. C. In 1862 he was trans- 
ferred to the Brooklyn navy yard and placed in charge of 
steam repairs in that then busy place, where he remained 
four years. The following two years he lived in New York 
city. In 1870 he was called to take charge of the comple- 
tion of the Clifton suspension bridge at Niagara Falls, and 
at the same time gave his attention to the construction of 
the two blast furnaces at the Franklin Tron Works (Oneida 
county). 

This work brings the record of Mr. Cogswell’s career 
down to 1874 and it has been a successful one in the broadest 
sense of the word. In no one of the responsible undertak- 
ings in which he had been engaged, or stations he had been 
called on to fill, had he failed of the most flattering success. 

In 1874 came what may be termed as aturning point in 
Mr. Gogswell’s career. In that year he was solicited to go 
to Mine La Motte, in Missouri, to assume charge of the lead 
mines of thesame nameatthatpoint. This mine was then, 
and still is, owned by Mr. Rowland Hazard, who brought 
all arguments in his power to induce Mr. Cogswell to take 
this step, which he finally did. He remained there five 
years, until the spring of 1879, when he decided to remove 
to Syracuse, though retaining, as he still does, the manage- 
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ment of the Mine La Motte lead mines. After returning 
to Syracuse, and while in quest of some kind of employ- 
ment, Mr. Cogswell decided to go to Europe to investigate 
the soda industry. Through a friend, he made the ac- 
quaintance of the Messrs. Solvay & Company of Brussels, 
Belgium, who are the most prominent manufacturers in 
that lino in Europe. The result was, Mr. Cogswell was 
given a commission to inspect the various points in this 
country where a manufactory would be practicable, and 
report. After the receipt of the report steps were taken 
for the formation of a company forthe manufacture of the 
various soda products. It was decided that Syracuse was 
the best point for the works and they were located here, 
for it was believed by Mr, Cogswell that rock salt might 
be discovered in this vicinity, Several experimental tests 
were made in 1881 and 1883, but without success; but in- 
formation was obtained which led to the experiments in 
Tully Valley in 1888, and the discovery of two veins of rock 
salt, each about fifty feet thick, at a depth of 1,200 feet. 
The company now receive their entire supply, equal to 400 
tons per day, from the Tully wells, The company also put 
in a plant of such capacity that a large quantity of sat- 
urated brine is sold to the manufacturers of Syracuse. 
The company was formed in 1881 with a capital of $300,- 
000, and the following incorporators: Rowland Hazard, 
President: Earl B. Alford, William A, Sweet, George 
Dana, W. B. Cogswell, Treasurer and General Manager, 
The capital has been increased from time to time as the 
business until now it is $1,500,000, with a total investment 
of $3,000,000. 


This great industry has led to the formation of the Tully 
Pipe Line Company, for conveying brine from the wells to 
the works, with $300,000 capital, and the Split Rock Cable 
Road Company, with a capital of $100,000, The produc- 
tion of the works for the year 1892 will be 75,000 tons of 
soda ash, 20,000 tons of caustic soda snd 6,000 tons of bi- 
carbonate of soda. 


Mr. Cogswell has received ample honors in his pro- 
fession, as well as the evidence of that confidence from busi- 
ness men, which is a tribute to his judgment and his busi- 
ness qualifications. He is a member of American Society 
of Mining Engineers, a member of the Society of Mechan- 
ical Engine Engineers, a member of the Society of Chemical 
Industry of England, a Fellow of Geographical Society, a 
member of the Society for the Advancement of Science, 
and President of Warner’s Portland Cement Company, or- 
ganized in 1889 with a capital of $250.000. 


Mr. Cogswell was married in 1859 to Miss Mary N. John- 
son, a native of New Hampshire. She died in July, 1877.

This business has now 
been in operation here since 1875, and its transactions 
at the present time are upon a most extensive scale. 
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The Fall Brook and Morris Run Semi-Bituminous Coal 
is mined in Tioga County, Pa., and it is of the very best 
quality obtainable for manufacturing purposes. It is 
particularly desirable for various branches of iron, stee), 
glass, and other manufactures, and it is not to be sur- 
passed—if equaled—as a steam coal for locomotives and 
stationary engines. It has little smoke, compared with 
ordinary bituminous coals, and at the same time it makes 
steam with equal facility. It is also especially desirable 
for blacksmiths’ nse, forging, ete. The mineral is sold 
only to large consumers and dealers by the car-load, and 
the trade of the house is throughont the State. The 
coal reaches the New York Central Railroad at Geneva 
and Lyons, and thence may be dispatched to all points. 
It is shipped direct from the mines to destination, orders 
being received at the offices as indicated above. ‘This 
coal is greatly in demand with manufacturers, as it gives 
the best results. Mr. Ward disposes of about 100,000 
tons of this mineral yearly. Mr \Ward also handles 
Coke made from the Fall Brook and Morris Run Coal, 
which is also well suited for manufacturing purposes. 





A varied career, and a constantly changing experi- 
ence, has been the life of J. M Warp, the subject of 
our sketch. His parents were hardy New England peo- 
ple, who in the early part of the present century, with 
the little goods and chattels they possessed, journeyed 
by wagon into the northeastern part of Pennsylvania, 
then a comparative wilderness, and cleared the land for 
a home, and afterward conducted a general store. Here 
our subject was born and reared. Inured to the stern 
responsibilities of life, he, at the age of twenty-one, 
started out for himself. His self-reliant nature and 
frankness interested a New York merchant to whom he 
applied, and who fitted him out with a $1,500 stock of 
goods, which he took to Chicago in 1843 over the tedious 
route of canal and lakes. On reaching Chicago, then 
having less than 5,000 population, he took his goods 
by wagon to Galena, then a mining town, and finally 
removed to Lancaster, Wis.. where he located. After a 
year he returned, with the goods soid, settled for the 
stock, and went back to his native town, where he mar 
ried, and again went West, but owing to sickness in his 
family and a baby’s grave left behind, he was obliged to 
return to Pennsylvania, and in the fifties, after quite a 
protracted engagement on the Erie Railroad, where he 
was offered a place on the Board of Erie Directors by 
Jay Gould, but refused, he started for St. Louis, Mo. 
This was during the cholera season of °53, and on this 
unfortunate journey Mrs. Ward died, which occasioned 
another return East. But after some four years and a 
second marriage, Mr. Ward again went West and inter- 
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ested himself in railroad work, and was the first man to 
take a locomotive west of the Mississippi River. He 
was Superintendent of the Pacifie Railroad for some 
years, after which he had charge of the Ohio & Missis- 
sippi, and after a long term of active labor in the early 
days of these now multiplied railroad systems, he 
re'urned Kast, and for some time was engaged quite 
extensively in mining. After Mr. Ward came to Syra- 
cuse, Where he was one of the founders of the Tube 
Works, he lost quite heavily both in this and several 
other ventures. But, undismoayed, he rose above niis- 
fortune, and was one of the first subscribers and found- 
ers of the Electric Company of Syracuse, keeping the 
first books, and is now handling the interests of the Fall 
Brook Coal Company in this city. He has a wife and 
five children living, and is pleasantly passing the west- 
ward slope of life, after a long and unusually diversified 
career. He is a man of pleasant address and many 
friends.

FREDERICK WILLIAM SEARS, M. D. 


Dr. KF. W. Sars, whose portrait we give herewith 
was born in Cortland County, near Homer, December 
19, 1858, ane was educated at Cazenovia Seminary, Col- 
gate Academy and graduated from the Syracuse Medical 
College, from which he received his degree in 1886 with 
first honors, and the same year began the practice of his 
profession in Syracuse. He was appointed Instructor in 
Histology at the above named college, and is now In- 
structor in Obstetrics, and Lecturer in Histology at the 
same institution; was for six years Pathologist to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital. He is also the President of the On- 
ondaga Medical Society, and member of the Central 
New York Medical association. Dr. Sears, besides 
attending to his practice, does his full share of 
work on the college staff, and is making a reputation 
for professional skill. In 1882 he married Miss Jessie 
Pratt, of Pompey Hill, and two children are born to 
them, a son and daughter. 


BANKING INTERESTS. 


The Banking institutions of Syracuse are not nu- 
merous, but they are still all sound and well cred- 
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ited ; there is not one in which the stock goes begging 
for holders. 

The First National Bank, now located in the Onon- 
daga County Savings bank building, was incorporated 
in 1863 with $100,000 of stock. Jt was the sixth Na- 
tional bank established. E. B. Judson was the first 
President and George B. Leonard, Cashier. The capital 
stock has since been largely increased. 

The Third National Bank was established in 1863, 
but it was not until the next year that it was open for 
business. The stock was $150,000. Lucius Gleason 
was the President. The bank was situated in the White 
Memorial building until the new Robbers’ Row building 
was erected. 

The Robert Gere Bank was incorporated in 1880, 
with James J. Belden as the President. The office was 
in the Larned building, but when the Snow building 
was erected if was moved there. Next year it will oc- 
cupy a new building on Hanover Square. 

The State Bank of Syracuse was established in 1873, 
with Francis Hendricks as its President. ‘The capital 
stock was $100,000. The bank now has its office in the 
Syracuse Saving bank building. 

The Bank of Syracuse was established in 1884, with a 
capital stock of $125,000. Had M. C. Palmer for its first 
President, a place which Mr. Palmer still holds. The 
tirst office was in the Larned building. 

The Merchants’ Bank was incorporated in 1850, with 
J. D. Norton as President. In 1865 it became a Na- 
tional Bank. Its location has been at the corner of 
Salina and Washington streets for many years. 

The Salt Springs National Bank was incorporated in 
1852, as a State bank, becoming a National Bank in 
1865. Thomas G. Alvord was its first President. The 
capital stock of the bank at its incorporation was $125, - 
O00. 

The New York State Banking Company was incor- 
porated in 1852. Nathan F. Graves was its President, a 
position which he has held ever since. The present 
office is in the Wieting block. 

The Trust and Deposit Company was incorporated in 
1869, with D. P. Phelps as President. 

The Onondaga County Savings Bank was incorpo- 
rated in 1855, with Allen Munroe, as its President. Its 
office was in the Syracuse House block for a number of 
years. Finally its present handsome home was built at 
a cost of $300,000. 

The Syracuse Savings Bank was incorporated not far 
from the time the Onondaga County institution was 
given a corporate existence. Harvey Baldwin was its 
President. It was a wanderer for years never remaining 
in any fixed house for many years at a time Finally 
in 1876 a new building was erected for its use, at a cost 
of $350,000 ; which anyone who ever saw the building 
will say was money well spent. 

The Wilkinson Bank, and Peoples’ Savings Bank, 
are among the institutions which were incorporated only 
to die away after a few years of unsuccessful manage- 
ment. 
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Dr. Luctus P.!Demine, Jr., the subject of our 
sketch was born under the classic shadow of ‘‘Old Yale” 
at New Haven, Conn., December 27, 1859, and is one of 
the comparatively few Americans who are able to trace 


their lineage for several centuries. He is a descendant 
of Revolutionary sire. His ancestors were prominently 
connected with the incidents and struggles of 1776, and 
his father, Judge Lucius Parmenias Deming, was the 
first President_General of the National” Society of the 
Sons of the American Revolution, an organization that 
has interested, and is composed of the most prominent 
and gifted men of the Union. Thus it will be seen that 
from the generations passed away, has come down to the 
Doctor, the sterling qualities that he carries with 
him into his professional life. His education began at 
Yale College and he took his degree of M. D. at the 
University of Syracuse in 1882 and immediately began 
practice here. He is Secretary of the Syracuse Free 
Dispensary and is at the front in his chosen work. On 
September 7, 1885, he married Miss Frances A. Whipple, 
and in his home and professional life is a man of many 
friends.

Mr. Wright bought a one-half interest in the Dry Goods 
business of M. H. Reily, at Auburn, N. Y. This part- 
nership also lasted about six months, when Mr. Reily 
retired from the firm and Mr. Wright took his brother 
into the store, under the firm-name of W. T. Wright & 


Brother. The business was continued for two years 


longer. Then, buying the brother's interest, Mr. 


Wright carried on the trade alone until March, 1888, 
when he sold out at Auburn and came to Syracuse and 
opened the Dry Goods and Cloak House at 118 and 120 
East Genesee Street, on a strictly cash basis, and from a 
business of about $60,000 the first year, his sales have 
steadily increased, until the past season they aggregated 
over $100,000, or an increase of over $10,000 a year, 
which by no means is an ordinary thing, when we take 
into consideration the great obstacles with which Mr. 
Wright had to contend. It must be understood that he 
came liere a stranger and into competition with a long- 
established and powerful competitive trade in his line, 
and a location apparently disadvantageous to his under 
taking. And the indisputable success which Mr. Wright 
has made in so short a time, under the circumstances 
above related, places him in the front rank of the young 
merchants of Syracuse. 

About six years ago, he married Miss Ella B., young- 
est daughter of Michael Cahill of this city, and four 
children have been born to them—two sons and two 
daughters. It would be an easy matter to extend this 
article to an indefinite length by recounting the anec- 
dotes attendant upon the wavering balance in which 
trembled Mr. Wright's success or failure for the first 
year or two of his career in this city. But now, having 
established himself fully and safely, in closing this 
sketch it is only fair to say that his success is due to his 
own ability and energetic efforts. Starting, as he did, 
at ten years of age, without the advantage of an educa- 


tion or the aid of funds, he has placed himself at the 





head of a large and flourishing business of his own crea- 
tion, and is another example of the American type of 


self-made men. 


W. D. DunninG is the proprietor of the Alexander 
Iron Work, on West Water Street, Syracuse. He isa 
man of middle age, and has been in business for about 
twenty years. The plant and business of which Mr. 
Dunning is now the head, is one of the oldest in the 
city, having been established over sixty years ago. He 
is also Secretary and Treasurer of the Boomer & Boschert 


Press Company, located at the same place. 











DAVID K. McCARTHY. 


_ The McCarthy family, of which Davin K., our subject, 
is a member, is one of the oldest and best known in Syra- 
cuse. From the early part of the present century, when 
in 1808 Thomas McCarthy settled in Salina and engaged in 
the salt and mercantile business, down to the present time 
their stamp has been upon and their influence felt in the 
business interests of the city. In 1814 Dennis McCarthy, 
the father of our subject, was born in Salina, where he 
grew up and succeeded to the business of his father, 
Thomas, and through along and successful career was 
prominently connected with the business and_ political 
interests of our city. A Republican in politics, he was 
elected to many offices of the city, including Mayor ; was 
repeatedly sent to the Assembly and Senate, and was 
Chairman of the Finance Committee of the Senate for a 
long time, and at his death he left behind him not only 
the largest mercantile business in the county, but a name 
that will live in the memory of his townsmen for genera- 
tions and in the history of Central New York of which his 
career is a prominent factor. The son, David K., who is 
now the senior member of the immense dry goods business, 
was born in Salina April 20th, 1847, and after attending 
the public schools went to South Orange, New Jersey, 


where he finished his course at Seaton Hall College, and 
immediately began his business career, now covering a 
space of nearly thirty years. It has been Mr. McCarthy’s 
good fortune to travel extensively and in the most 
advantageous way. In 1872 he made a tour of the world 
and was for six weeks in the saddle visiting all the points 
and places of interest in the Holy Land and the cities and 
scenes of the storied East with all their multiform associa- 
tions. So dim in the haze of distance to most of us, are as 
clear to him as the blue above the Chaldean hills. Twice 
he has journeyed up the valley of the Nile and seen as 
Cesar has the dewless dawn break over Egypt. And not 
alone has the old world been the field of his wanderings, 
but the great plains and noted places of his native land. 
We simply refer to these in connection with this sketch of 
our subject’s life as some of the incidents that have gone 
toward broadening and developing his nature and ideas 
and that have aided him in making him conversant with 
affairs and conditions of not only one section of one 
country but with many of the realms of earth. Mr. Me- 
Carthy was married in 1886 to Miss Carrie A. Stevens. 
He is a Republican in politics, although not aspiring to 
political distinction. He was at one time Police Com- 
missioner but resigned the office. He is a man of genial 
characteristics and of many friends.

It is a notable fact that Syracuse has a large percent- 
age of wealthy men who came here without a dollar and 
have amassed fortunes. Among them is the subject of 
our sketch, StepipN BASTABLE, who was born at Dor- 
setshire, England, in 1810, September 20th, and came to 
Syracuse in the spring of 1829, landing here with fifty 
cents in his pocket. At that time, the city, which now 
boasts 100,000 population, had but 1,200 inhabitants. 
Mr. Bastable had only a common school education, and 
began his career here by clearing land on the Sackett 
Farm, after which he helped fence the Johnson Farm 
with the proverbial root-stump fence. He then went to 
Cazenovia and engaged in candle-making, and afterward 
went into the butcher business, under the firm-name of 
Bastable & Kimber, on Robbers’ Row, and used to sup- 
ply the packets on the canal with their meats; and at 
that time had a sheep and stock-farm where the Grand 
Opera-House now stands. He gradually bought the site 
where the new block stands which bears his name, from 
White, .Readfield, and Townsend, in separate parcels,

and moved into the old yellow, wooden structure from 
Robbers’ Row, which was consumed by fire in 1850. 
Then he erected the first brick block, which was also 
burned in November, 1861. After this fire, Mr. Bastable 
immediately began to rebuild, and has just completed 
the elegant block bounded by Warren, East Genesee and 
Kast Water Streets, which is one of the finest in the 
city, and is designed for an office building, with a num- 
ber of fine stores on the ground floor. It is needless to 
say, that owing to its central location and the style of 
building, it has been rented even before its completion. 
Mr. Bastable has other large interests in realty in the 
eastern part of the town, and is a man that has been

WiturAm A. KorHuer, the subject of our sketch, was 
born in Frankfort-on-the-Oden in Prussia, June 29th, 1843, 
afterwards received his education in the public schools of 
Berlin, Germany. He chose that of gunsmith as his fu- 
ture business. After mastering the trade of gunsmith he 
emigrated to America in 1859, landing in New York, Oc- 
tober 11th, 1859, and went from there to Decater, Illinois, 
where he entered into partnership in the gun business with 
his uncle, John W. Koehler, and continued in the business 
until the breaking out of the war in 1861, when he enlisted 
in the First [linois Light Artillery, Battery G. 

In April, 1863, he was promoted to First Lieutenant, 
which office he honorably filled until his discharge in 1865.

Sylvester P. Pierce was born in the town of Paris, 
village of Sauquoit, Oneida county, N. Y., on the 19th 
of September, 1814. He was the fifth child of a family

side were natives of Plainfield, Conn., and his great- 
grandmother was the first white child born in the town 
of Plainfield. His father Dr. Spaulding Pierce, settled 
in Paris, Oneida county, in the year 1796, and was a 
practicing physician of the old school through the period 


of the early settlement of the town. He died when the 









boy Sylvester was twelve years old. He had met with 
financial losses and when the family was left without its 
head, Sylvester found it necessary to leave home and 
earn his own livelihood. At that early age, therefore, 
he went into a store in the village of Sauquoit, where he 
worked faithfully for several years. He was next 
engaged in the store of Jay Hathaway of Rome, N. Y., 
for about two years, and went from there to Utica, N. 
Y., into the dry-goods store of Theodore 8. Gould. 
The young man remained there several years and then 


found employment in the crockery store of Ransom 
Curtis in the same city, and during his term of service 


there he went to Oswego to close out a general stock of 
goods purchased by the firm, and remained there one 
year. During this considerable period of varied business 
experience Mr. Pierce had acquired a fund of practical 
knowledge governing honorable trade, which later proved 
to be of immense value to him, and he began to think 
of a broader field and individual efforts in the ranks of 
business men. Accordingly in the spring of 1839, he 
located in Syracuse-then a comparatively small village— 
and opened a crockery store in partnership with Ransom 
Curtis. Their first store was on the site now occupied 
by Covell & Morris, on East Water street, where they 
remained one year, when they were forced to remove 
owing to the sale of the building, and they located tem- 
porarily on the corner of Water and Warren streets, and 
then removed in December, 1840, to what was then No. 
10 South Salina street. The firm were importers from 
England from the beginning; their business was skill- 
fully handled, and energetically conducted, and was 
successful from the outset. After four years Mr. Curtis 
went out of the firm, and from that time down to the 
present, Mr. Pierce has continued in that line of trade 
alone, with an exception of short periods when several 
of his clerks have been allowed an interest in the busi- 
Both wholesaling and retailing were carried on 
with rapidly increasing volume and reaching over a con- 
stantly broadening field, until he finally conducted one 
of the largest establishments of the kind in the state, 
with importations direct from Germany, Holland, France 
and England. The retail branch of the business was dis- 
continued about ten years ago

the Salina street store in 1845, and rebuilt the old mar- 
ble front in 1854. He purchased the Clinton street 
property in 1863, and built his present stores thereon in 
1869 for the accomodation of the wholesale branch of the 
business. Besides this large establishment, which might 
satisfy the business ambition of most men, Mr. Pierce 
has long been connected with prominent manufacturing 
enterprises. In 1849, soon after the building of the gas 
works, he began the gas fitting business in a small way, 
and has since added steam fitting and kindred branches, 
From this has grown the enormous business now done 
by the Pierce, Butler & Pierce Manufacturing Company, 
who also control the manufacture of the celebrated Flor- 
ida steam and hot water boilers. The sales of this com- 
pany extend to nearly every state in the Union, and into 
foreign countries, and they have branches in New York, 
Chicago and Boston. Mr. Pierce is president of this

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KEMP’S MANURE SPREADER. 
HISTORY. 

The history of the Kemp Manure Spreader from 1878 to , 
1892 covers the whole period of successfully spreading 
manure by machinery. It was the first, and is the 
machine at the present time.

For the purpose of covering as wide a space 
as practical the body is nearly once and a half as wide as 
the common wagon box. The rear axle to which the main 
gears are secured revolves with the wheels, giving double 
the propelling power into the machinery, a feature which 
is quite indispensible in a Manure Spreader. It has a 
movable bottom composed of narrow slats or lags, connec- 
ted with each other by a hinge chain, which moyes on 
numerous small rollers. When the machinery is put into 
motion the bottom moves to the rear, its speed being regu- 
lated according to the amount of manure required to the 
acre, and brings the load in contact with a revolving 
toothed cylinder. This picks the material to pieces and 
distributes it evenly broadcast, or by use of the drill 
attachment leaves it in two rows, as fast as the team 
moves along.

Hon. Epwarp Jupson, President of the First Na- 
tional Bank of Syracuse and a well-known financier, 
was born at Coxsackie, Green County, N. Y., January 
1ith, 1814. At the age of 22 he commenced the manu- 
facture of lumber with his brother, W. A. Judson, at 
Constantia, Oswego County, N. Y., and at a later period 
became associated with the same brother in the lumber 
commission business at Albany, which latter association 
extended over a period of twenty years or more. When 
twenty-four years of age he was elected a member of the 
State Assembly, serving during the years of 1839 and 
1841, and being Chairman of the Committee on Cities 
and Villages and also Chairman on the select committee 
on the State Lunatic Asylum. He became a resident of 
Syracuse in 1849 and was Vice-President of the Merchants’ 
Bank in 1850, and was Cashier of the Salt Springs Bank 
in 1852. In 1864 Mr. Judson became Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of the National Banking Associa- 
tion, which position he filled for eleven years. He is also 
President of the Syracuse Glass Co. In 1870 he was one of 





the incorporators of the Northern Railroad and became 
Treasurer of the company.

He was then retained as 
Teacher of Mathematics and Latin at this institution for 
some time, after which he taught at Meads’ Business 
College, and in the fall of 1883 he began the arduous three 
year’s course at Ann Arbor, Michigan, graduating from 
there July 1st, 1886, When he returned to Syracuse and

began the practice of his profession August Ist of that 
year, and October 20th, 1886, he married Miss Josephine J. 
Slattery of this city, and four children haye been born to 
them. Dr. Mooney is a general practioner with a special 
leaning to catarrhal trouble of the throat and nose. The 
fact that Dr. Mooney’s practice has steadily increased from 
year to year is significant of his success and popularity. 


The newspapers of a city are a fair indication of its 
There are now five dailies in the city. 
The Syracuse Standard was first founded, starting as a 
weekly, The Onondaga Gazette, in 1816. In 1821 it 
became The Onondaga Journal, and in 1829 it consoli- 
dated with The Syracuse Advertiser as The Onondaga 
Standard. In 1846 it became a daily. The Syracuse 
Courier began in 1856 as a Democratic paper. It united 
with The Union under the name of The Syracuse Courier 
and Union in 1860, and in 1872 became The Courier again. 
The Syracuse Journal is the oldest daily paper in the 
county, starting in 1837 as The Western State Journal. 
In 1844 it became The Daily Journal. The Syracuse 
Herald was established in 1877 by Arthur Jenkins, who 
remains its editor still. The Herald was the charter 
member of the United Press in 1882. The Sunday Times 
was established in 1875 by Fralick, Hitchcock & Weed. 
It is now published at 121 and 123 Market Street by The 
Times Publishing Company, photo-engravers and general 
job printers. M 6. Robbins, Manager. The Syracuse 
Evening News was established in 1892 as a penny paper, 
Democratic in politics and giving all the news in brief 
space. Besides these papers there are published here The 
Athlete, The Syracuse Union, The Central Demokrat, The 
School Bulletin, The Northern Christian Advocate, the 
organ of the Methodists of this section, which has a wide 
circulation; The Gospel Messenger, the organ for Bishop 
Huntington to communicate to those of his diocese. The 
daily papers here have most of them weekly issues. 





One of the Medical and Surgical Specialists of Syra- 
cuse, confining his work mainly to abdominal surgery and 
diseases of women, is Dr. A. B. Miuumr, the subject of our 
sketch. He was born at Steuben, Oneida county, this 
State, and received his early education at the public 
schools, the High School of the adjoining town, Whites- 
town Seminary, N. Y., and later took a classical course 
under Professor A. G, Benedict of Rome, N. Y., after 
which he entered the University of Maryland, Baltimore, 





from which he received his degree in 1882 and took a 
position in the hospitals of that city, where he remained 
one year; and in 1883 he located in Syracuse where he 
began his private practice, and the same year married Miss 
Clara Porter, daughter of the late W. W. Porter, M. D., 
and succeeded to the practice of her father, beside attend- 
ing to the large and increasing work of hisown. Dr. 
Miller is one of the educators in the line of his chosen 
profession, being Professor or Gynecology for the Medical 
Department of Syracuse University ; also Gynecologist to 
the House of the Good Shepherd and St. Joseph’s hospitals, 
Syracuse, N. Y.; Fellow of the American Association of 
Obstetricians and Gynecologists ; Member of the American 
Medical Association, ete. And while the Doctor handles 
his large practice at his office, Montgomery street, still he 
does his full share of college work and has contributed 
several papers to the leading medical journals on subjects 
in which he is especially interested.
